This idol of the Republican party, a young man barely 35 years old, 
is causing Democrats many sleepless nights. 

Republican leaders would consider it heresy to mention any other candi- 
date for Governor. And, for the first time in a quarter of a century, the 
Democratic organization is at its wits’ end to find a match for the Republican 
choice, Already 25 favorite sons have expressed a willingness to run. But the 
Democratic managers shake their heads and say: 

“We have got to have someone like Hadley. If we don’t get him we are 
gone.” 

The Missouri Democracy is divided into hostile camps. Followers of Gov. 
Folk and Senator Stone are at war. Each faction is anxious to name the 
Democratic gubernatorial nominee. Neither is certain it can pick the winner. 
Even with perfect harmony prevailing, Democrats realize that they must work 
as they have never worked before to elect their State ticket next year. 

Admittedly their greatest obstacle isthe wide spread popularity of the bril- 
Mant young Attorney-General, who has just concluded one of the most success- 
ful fighta ever waged against the competition-throttling Standard Oil com- 
bination. 

The vigor and resourcefulness displayed by Mr. Hadley in that contest sent 
his political stock far above par. 

At the same time Democratic envy was aroused. Hadley’s prestige must 
be lessened, his power weakened. The attack began at the recent session 
of the State Legislature. 


SILENCED DEMOCRATIC CRITICISM. 


Attorney-General Hadley was called to task by the Democrats because of 
the large expenditures incidental to the prosecution of the Standard Oil and 
maximum freight rate cases. His answer silenced criticism and the Demo- 
cratic House of Representatives adopted a resolution calling on the Attorney- 
General to proceed against a certain brewer because of his contribution to the 
Republican campaign fund. 

Mr. Hadley replied that the matter in question had already been consid- 
ered by his office, and that the facts did not constitute proper cause for action. 

Democratic legislators laughed at Hadley as a trust buster. To show that 
he wasn't, they passed a resolution telling of the evils of the Harvester Trust. 

Mr. Hadley admitted that Standard Oil is not the only Missouri monopoly. 
He asked for more money to carry on the anti-trust litigation. He didn’t get it. 

Gen. Hadley forced the enactment of a new freight rate law in spite of 
Democratic opposition. 

His Democratic associates claim credit for the amendments to the anti- 
Face track gambling law. As a matter of fact, the bill, now a law, was 
drafted by Gen. Hadley after the one presented by a Democrat had been 
rejected as faulty and incomplete.

The manager of the Waters-Pierce company was testifying. He accident- 
ally let slip the information that the Standard Oj] Co. had no agency in St. 
Louis, That was enough for the young Attorney-General. 

“Doesn't ft strike you as strange,” he demanded, quick as a flash, 
“that you have no competition in the fleld from the Standard?” 

The manager couldn't see anything peculiar about the monopoly en- 
joyed by the Waters-Pierce Of] Co., but a few days later, while in Kan- 
eas City, Mr. Hadley learned that the Waters-Plerce company was not rep- 
resented there. Putting twoand two together he concluded there was some 
relation between the companies, and before he was through he had 
learned that the Republic was also in the combine and. with two smaller 
concerns, were Standard pawns. 

Then followed the quo warranto proceedings to forfeit the charter of 
the Waters-Pierce company, 4 Missour! corporation, and cancel the licenses 
of the Republic Oil Co. and the Standard O11 Co, of Indiana. 

On the heels of this, proceeding came an application for an injunction re- 
straining the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana and the Waters-Pierce company 
from dividing the State for trade and the Republic ang lesser concerns from 
operating at all. The injunction was granted temporarily and Is now in force.

Consequently 
United States receivers were appointed 
pending the dissolution of the trust and 
the roads are now operated by the Gov- 
ernment through hired employes.”’

DUBLIN, Ireland. 
HERE is only one drawback which 
zi prevents Ireland from being na- 
ture’s paradise—rain. ‘t is never 
cold and there are no downpours, but 
just a ceaseless drizzle which continues 
so long that one is caused to wonder 
how so much moisture can exist in the 
atmosphere. The natives seem to pay 
very little attention to it and at fairs 
and markets pursue their avocations in 
the open air utterly oblivious of the 
rain falling upon them. 

The traveler from other lands finds 
the perpetual drizzle most unpleasant 
and shut up in his hotels, longs for the 
blue sky, even if it contains a blazing 
sun. There is no pleasure in life with- 
out its alloy, and this trite plece of 
philosophy finds an admirable illustra- 
tion in the climatic conditions of Ire- 
land. 

Just as one forgets the treacherous 
thorn in the beauty and fragrance of 
the rose, so, too, does one forget the 
dreariness of grey clouds and drizzling 
rain when the bright sun shows him- 
sc.. and shines with a genial warmth 
upon the hills and valtteys of Ireland. 
Ah, then, what a wonderful, what a 
glorious transformation of the earth 
and of all the things that are upon it, 
takes place. The raindrops still glisten 
on the blades of grass and the leaves of 
the trees. Nature’s emerald green bos- 
om’ is decked with myriads of yellow 
buttercups and snow-wnite daisies; the 
encircling hills glow with the rich gold 
ef the furze; the bees with their hum 
and the birds with their songs, make 
the air full of music and gladness and 
all nature unites in a -»yal welcome to 
her genial Sun-god. 

Davitt Dreaded the Smoke. 

Michael Davitt, who—fierce and re- 
lentléess agitator as he was—had a heart 
ae tender ag a child, and the mind of 
@ poet used to say that he would hate 
te live tn Ireland when the march of 
industrial progress had blackened the 
air with the smoke of factories, and the 
green hills and valleys had become hives 
of industries. The great Irish rebel and 
patriot is sleeping his last sweet sleep 
in the lonely village of Straide in the 
County of Mayo, the scenes that he 
loved are still unchanged, but there are 
signs in the air that the vandals of 
industrial progress are fastening their 
eyes upon Ireland. 

Within the past few weeks repre- 
gentatives of Chicago packing houses 
have been traveling through the best 
of Ireland with a view, it is stated, to 
the establishment of packing plants in 
Mayo or Gal\.ay. The rich grazing 
lands of these counties are admirably 
adapted to the raising and feeding of 
cattle, while they furnish convenient 
points of shipment of meat to the dif- 
ferent European countries. 

Mining operators have discovered a 
large coal bed in Ballycastle and a 
ferce of fifty men are working there 
pew. The woolen industry which at 
one time was the most important of 
the three kingdoms and was killed by 
hostile legislation passed at the in- 
stance of British manufacturers, is re- 
viving “throughout the country, and 
several new plants have been recently 
started. 

Capital for all of these Infant indus- 
tries is sorely needed, but more es- 
pecially the thrift, enterprise, through 
mastership of details and practical man- 
agement which have made American 
industries the wonder and admiration of 
the world. Sending English and Scotch 
technical instructors to Ireland is a 
waste of time and money. It is simply 
a case of sending the blind te lead the 
blind. The average American engaged 
in industrial pursuits has six eyes to 
a Britisher’s one, and can see the evil 
and opportunity and remove the one 
and take advantage of the other while 
the stolid Briton is preaching homilies 
and rapid economics. 
 {merecans May Furntsh Capital, 

It is from. this viewpoint that the 
tourist traffic, which is swelling to 
enormous proportions, will benefit Ire- 
land. The American rarely leaves the 
commercial instinct behind him, even 
when on pleasure bent. A _ Limerick 
gentieman was recently expatiating to 
an American visitor upon the glories 
and the beauties of the lordly Shan- 
-non, which flows through some of the 
loveliest country in Ireland, when the 
visitor, pointing at a neighboring valley, 
calmly remarked. 

“What a splendid site for a paper 
mill that place would make!" 

In the provisions of the land purchase

exclusive right of mining and taking 
minerals on or under all lands —pur- 
chased thereunder.

Several of the graziers 
who wre examined as witnesses ior 
the prosecution stated that they had 
given up their lands because of being 
warned to do so by the United Irish 
League officials. The Crown was un- 
able to prove violence and any otiiet 
offense except the driving of the cattle 
off the lands, and the »orisoners were 
acquitted. This was a victory ‘or the 
opponents of the grazing system. 

The Irish parliamentary party has 
been urging the Government for several 
years to introduce legislation vesting 
the estate commissioners with power to 
break up the grazing ranches of Con- 
naught and parcel them out amongst 
the persons who are obliged to live on 
very small holdings in this section of 
the country. It unfortunately requires 
much agitation and suffering on the part 
of the Irish people to compel British 
Governments to remedy conditions in 
Ireland and this is no exception to what 
has occurred in the past. 


New Bill Promises Well. 
The text of the evicted tenants bill, 
which was recently introduced by Bir- 
rell, the Irish Chief Secretary, has just 
been issued. There are nearly three 
thousand tenants who were evicted from 
their lands during the days of the 
Land League and it was largely through 
the self-sacrifice and determination of 
these, that the agitation became so pro- 
lific of fruitful result for the Irish farm- 
ers. 
The bill was approved by John Red- 
mond and will, it is said, be enacted 
into legislation with the concurrence of 
all parties. It confers ample powers on 
the estate commissioners to appropriate 
all farms from which applicants have 
been evicted to restore its possession to 
the former tenants, and sell the lands 
upon easy terms, and loan them at very 
low rates of interest, such amounts as 
may be necessary to enable them to re- 
build dwelling and out houses and to 
purchase. stock and seed. 
The operations of the land purchase 
act of 1903 are being greatly hampered 
by the inefficiency of its officials en- 
trusted with its administration. Sales 
have been arranged amounting to $255,- 
0.0,000, and up to the present only $95,- 
000,000 worth of ‘land has been trans- 
ferred, owing to the failure of its com- 
mfssion to provide the purchase money. 
Home Rule Sentiment Growing. 

The home rule sentiment in Ireland 
is becoming very intense. Most of the 
local boards have adopted resolutions 
protesting against the timidity and bad 


faith of the present Government. The 
Corporation (council) of Dublin has 
adopted a resolution calling on John 
Redmond to introduce a_ Dill in the 


su0use of Commons for the~purpose of 
creating an Irish legislature giving the 
Irish people control of her executive and 
parliamentary affairs. 

It is probable that no action will be 
taken along these lines until the evicted 
tenants bill has been passed. 

The resolution dealing with the Irish 
education question has been entrusted 
by the Irish party to Thomas M. Kettle, 
who recently visited St. Louis and other 
American cities in the interest of the 
home rule crusade. Mr. Kettle proved 
himself to be an accomplished orator 
and very popular with American audi- 
ences and as he has a thorough knowl- 
edge of the education question and a 
clear and logical mind and ability to 
give expression to his ideas, there is 
no doubt that the subject will be ably 
handled by this young parliamentarian.

Capt: and Mrs. Kerlin made 
their home in England, where a daugh- 
ter, to whom was given the name of 
Sophia, was born.; At the close of his 
service in England Capt. Kerlin was 
transferred by his Government to what 
was known as the Niagara district in 
Canada. Miss Sophia Kerlin married 
Joseph Chatterson, a Canadian farmer.

SIXTEEN SKELETONS FOUND

MANKATO,, Minn., July 27.—The 
skeletons of 16 men, minus their heads, 
believed by representatives of the His- 
torical Society who have examined them 
to be those of Indians who were buried 
200 or more years ago, have been re- 
moved from amound on Arthur Mitch- 
ell’s farm in South Bend Township. Ex- 
cavating has ceased for the present, 
but will be resumed within a short 


time, when it is expected other skele- 
tons and perhaps some more interesting 
things may be found. 

While residents of South Bend cling 
to the belief that the skeletons are those 
of white men, others do not think so. 
Thomas Hughes, the County Historian, 
is of the opinion that the bones have 





laid where found over two hundred 
years, He believes that a party of 
Sioux Indians that nad gone to Fort 


Le Huillier to trade was ambushed by 
a war party of Sacs and Fexes from 
Wisconsin and a number slain and their 
heads carried away as trophies, and 
that the men from the fort then buried 
the bodies. 

One of the skeletons has a flint ar- 
rowhead sticking between the vertebra, 
thus indicating the manner in which 
this man came to his death.

Instead of gaining strength the invalid 
became worse, and Dr. Arthur Elliott 
was summoned to attend him. Reme- 
dies prescribed by the physician seemed 
of little benefit and a family consulta- 
tion was held.

to sacrifice a part. er lifeblood in 
an attempt to sav. ‘fe of her son. 


Preparations for t nsfusing oper- 
ation were made, an was performed 
late at night. The .@xt morning the 
son had died and the mother was ill 
and under the care of the nurse who 
had watched at the bedside of the 24- 
year-old son. 

Mrs. Higbee wished to accompany the 
body of the son for whom she had sac- 
rificed herself to her home in Burling- 
ton, but her condition would not per- 
mit. The body was sent to be cared 
for by relatives, and Mrs. Higbee is at 
the hotel, seeking to regain the strength 
lost in the effort to save her son. 


‘ Mother Reticent About Sacrifice. 
Dr. Elliott, when asked about the 


mother’s sacrifice, declined to discuss it, 
saying: “I do not care to discuss my 
patients. Mrs. Higbee does not care 
to have it known, and I would be 
blamed.”’ 

The son who remained with Mrs. Hig- 
bee said: 

‘“‘Mrs. Higbee is not in a serious con- 
dition. She is naturally weak from the 
effects of the strain under which she 
has been, but is now doing nicely.’”’ 
The son said the mother did not con- 
sider her sacrifice on behalf of her in- 
valid son worthy of comment, that it 
had not endangered her health, and 
that she expected to be able to leave 
Chicago within a few days.

Mrs. McDonald is now in a private 
ganitarium, said to be violently insane. 
Her condition alone prevents her trial 
on the charge of murdering Guerin, an 
artist, who was shot dead in his office 
in the Omaha Building, Feb. 21, last. 

McDonald, once a noted gambler, poli- 
ticlan and traction man, is said to be 
near death’s door at St. Anthony’s Hos- 
pital, and the nurses refuse to allow 
anyone to see him. He and his wife 
have been made co-defendants in the 
case of Hans Biedermann vs. Dora Mc- 
Donald and Michael McDonald. 

Before Mrs. McDonald went to the 
office of Guerin, where his life was 
snuffed out by a bullet from a revolver 
which she is said to have carried, Mrs. 
McDonald wrote a song. This song 
contained in its lines the secret of her 
heart’s tragedy, it is said. It will be 
introduced in court to show the cendi- 
f'on of her mind for some time previous 
tus the shooting of Guerin.

adults and children, some twenty in all, 
and in every case the skulls had been 
crushed in apparently by the use of 
some pointed instrument, the broken 
places indicating that the same weapon 
had been used on each. 

The reading of the article recalled to 
Mr. Cave’s mind a tragedy of the early 
Iowa days which he is confident clears 
away the mystery. The story, told in 
his own words, is as follows: 

‘In 1853 there resided in that neck of 
the woods a white hunter and trapoor 
named Henry Lott. His family consist- 
ed of a wife and two young sons. 

“One day a band of roving Indians 
swooped down in warlike attitude upon 
his clearing. The Indians caught and 
bound Lott. Then they took a target 
peepee of three rifle shots at Mrs.

Karpovitch Reaches England 
With Spies Close 
Behind. 





WILL LOSE HIMSELF 





Free From Espionage, He Will 
Return to Duty in 
Russia. 


LONDON, July 27.—Karpovitch, the fa- 
mous Russian Nihilist, who killed Gen. 
Bogahen at the command of his society, 
and whose trial was one of the recent 
hearings in Russia, is in London, and 
talks freely to the trusted persons who 
have been admitted to his presence, of 
his escape from Siberia. 

Ha was saved from the gallows by 
threats sent the three judges presiding 
at his secret hearing by his fellow Nihil- 
ists. These friends demanded that he 
be set free. This the judges were afraid 
to do, but they were also afraid to con- 
demn him to death. Two of the three 
have since been slain by Nihilists. Kar- 
povitch started from Siberia in March. 
He told this story to an Evening News 
representative, who has the confidence 
of the refugees here: 

His Grewsome Watch Chain. 

Karpovitch is a middle-sized, but 
stoutly, built young man. His head is 
covered with a mass of curly hair, and 
his general appearance is that of a 
working man. 

He wore a red jersey with red tas- 
sels hanging down on the left side, 
while from a side pocket there dan- 
gled a peculiar watch chain made of re- 
volver bullets joined together with sil- 
ver wires.

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HAPPENINGS OF Tdi WEEK, 


Reports from Oyster Bay represent President 
Roosevelt as fully informed of every development 
in the contest between Gov. Glenn of North Caro- 
lina, representing the new North Carolina passen- 
ger rate law, and Federal Judge Jeter C. Pritch- 
ard, who intervened peremptorily to stop its op- 
erations at the start. Assistant Attorney-General 
Sanford was sent to Asheville to be close to the 
seat of war and report every move of both bellig- 
erents. It was said that Judge Pritchard would 
not have Federal troops supplied him in his at- 
tempt to suppress the State authorities. The de- 
cision belongs, of course, not to intervention by 
minor Federal judges, but to the United States 
Supreme Court, the decision of which, when ren- 
dered between any State and the United States, 
ig binding on both. 








The call for the second deepwaterways conven- 

tion was issued during the week from the St. 
- Louis headquarters of the Lakes to Gulf Deep- 
waterway Association. The convention will be 
held at Memphis, beginning Oct. 4. It will be 
addressed by President Roosevelt and by Gov- 
ernors of various states, who will reach Memphis 
by boat from St. Louis, over water, some of which 
is already flowing from the Lakes into the Gulf, 
as a forecast of manifest destiny and “fourteen 
feet through the valley.” 


Of three most notable cases of mob lawlessness 
during the week, one was in Germany, where, 
at Karlsruhe, a mob attempted to storm the 
* courtroom in which a murder case had been de- 
cided against the popular wishes. The case had 
no politics in it and the result was merely an 
incident of the excitability of crowds. The work 
of a mob in attacking the house of a tobacco 
planter near Hopkinsville, Ky., grew out of ties- 
perate measures planned against control of the 
crop by the Tobacco Trust. It was an incident 
of the lynching spirit. The third mob belongs 
to the same class and was in cffect a lynch court. 
It assembled at Kosciusko, Miss., after a report 
that a prominent citizen, a member of Gov. Var- 
daman’s staff, had mistreated a young woman. 
Given choice between death and leaving the 
State at once and forever, it is reported that 
he accepted banishment. 


Bzperiments in “navigating the air” increase 
both in Europe and America, with results which 
increase the interest of the international contest 
at St. Louis this fall. The Russian military bal- 
loon sent up from in front of the Tsarkoe-Selo 
palace was picked up at sea, and it is thought the 
four army officers who manned it were all 
drowned. French experiments of the week were 
successful in avoiding fatal accidents. Actual 
“motoring” in the air as distinct from ballooning 
is still waiting on Santos-Dumont, the Wright 
brothers and motorists of the Maxim school, who 
are still keeping carefully alive and reporting 


progress. 


The steamship Columbia, bound from San Fran- 
cisco. to Portland, collided at midnight with the 
steam schooner, San Pedro, and went down in 
the darkness. It was believed at first that nearlv 
all her crew of 74 men and her 300 passengers 


_ had been lost, but by Saturday all but 72 had 


been accounted for. This wors: of the midsum- 
mer accidents was accompanied by an increase in 
minor accidents, in deaths from heat prostra- 
tion and in suicides, which, while they have no 
clear connection with the weather or with each 
other, all belong to the class of preventible mis- 
fortunes which are least likely to be prevented 
when, from weather conditions, or any other 
cause, less than the average thought is given to 
- preventing them.

Japan has 
its cartridges sorted and ready for proceeding, on 
the assumption that cartridges which fit modern 
rifles decide the question of survival for the fit-

THE MISSOURI SITUATION. 

What are the Democrats of Missouri going to 
do in the campaign which is rapidly approach- 
ing? What material will they put forward to 
meet the changed conditions in the State? 

The evident intention of the leaders of the 
old discredited machine to regain the power that 
they lost in the tidal wave of reform brings the 
party face to face with a grave danger. The 
United States senatorship and the governorship 
and the control of the next Legislature are at 
stake. 

The Republicans are well organized and are 
filled with the enthusiasm of their victories in 
the State.

One man whose record fits him to cope with 
the strongest Republican candidate for the gov- 
ernorship is unavailable. Gov. Folk’s record, 
as a whole, has been exceptionally good. Aside 
from a tendency toward undemocratic measures 
in the matter of liquor legislation, Gov. Folk 
has accomplished important work in the interest 
of the people. Chiefly through his recommenda- 
tions and influence, the work of the Legisla- 
ture has been fruitful of good measures. 

But if the old Democratic leaders have their 
way, Gov. Folk will be thrust aside and his best 
work discredited. Senator Stone is their candi- 
date for the Senate, and all the arts of dark- 
lantern politics will be used to keep other can- 
didates off the ticket. There is no enthusiasm 
for Stone. On the contrary, he would be dead 
weight on the senatorial ticket in the general 
election and might turn the tide against the 
Democrats. He represents nothing which the 
better elements of Democrats want today. He 
represents practically everything that they have 
repudiated. For the governorship the old lead- 
ers want any man who does not represent the 
reform movement which swept them out of pow-

If the Democrats hope to win the State, if they 
hope to regain popular confidence and support, 
they must put up strong men not tainted by the 
corruption and free from the vicious entangle- 
ments of the old machine.

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THE AMERICAN CONSCIENCE. 

What Dr. Hugo Muensterberg thinks on Amer- 
icans and their problems is recommended in the 
current issue of Putnam’s Monthly as_ highly 
valuable. Mr. H. G. Dwight, who makes this 
recommendation, explains it by saying that what 
Dr. Muensterberg thinks of Americans and their 
ways is as “free on the one hand from the animus 
of most foreign critics as it is on the other from 
the fatuous complacency of the average native.” 

The average American has stood worse than 

this and he can stand this also. But it is unhis- 
torical. Every great success in American politics 
when leadership has depended on word of mouth, 
has come to men who were not afraid to stand 
face to face with average Americans and point 
out to them wrongs for the existence of which 
they were responsible and to the righting of 
which they were morally bound. 
In Missouri history, for example, at the crisis 
which developed out of civil war, leadership and 
the control of the crisis came to men whose sole 
title to control was the unflinching assertion of 
their own sense of right, face to face, not with 
“fatuous complacency,” but with fierce opposi- 
tion. “You are wrong, and if you go on you will 
be ruinously wrong,” is, in effect, what such men 
said, in appealing to average Americans, with all 
the force they could put into language. Whatever 
the risk they took in saying it, whatever the force 
of individuality and courage it called for, it 
was the secret of their popularity. 

The history of great successes in American 
journalism confirms the record. The class of 
newspapers which appeal to fatuous self-satisfac- 
tion in others and illustrate it in themselves, 
have the least circulation and the least influence. 
Those newspapers lead now and will always lead

American conscience, by showing what is wrong 
and pointing out the remedy for it. ~ 

In the last resort, when it comes to final ex- 
planation, the progress of the United States is 
accounted for only by this fact that the American 
conscience has never remained complacent but 
has responded when strong and genuine appeal 
has been made to it. If there is one average 
American characteristic stronger than the tend- 
ency to take risks in improving the worst, it is to 
try experiments which at times may be rash or 
premature in attempting to make the best better 
still. 

History made during the precent generation 
and every other generation since “‘trust the peo- 
ple” was given as an axior for those who believe 
in continuous progress, shows the American con- 
science working, not always continuously and 
never infallibly, but always powerfully, as the 
great force in the advance which never accepts 
the best results of one year as “well enough” to 
be “let alone,” or left unimproved in the next. 
Of all that is foreign to American habits of mind, 
fatuous complacency is most foreign. 

This appears not only in public self-reproach 
to which average Americans may not be over 
prone, except in emergencies, when it is unavoid- 
able, but also in self-praise, never indulged char- 
acteristically except as a stimulant for progress. 
If, after the usual, the familiar, the always ex- 
pected sky-scraping eulogy of American results 
last year and in the last generation, any would- 
be leader should tell an audience of average 
Americans that it would be foolish to attempt to 
improve such a record, the American conscience 
would operate on him effectively, if not at once. 
If he were not hissed off that particular platform, 
he would soon cease to appear on that or any 


other.

HOPE FOR FAIRBANKS. 

The annual convention of the American Press 
Humorists’ Association will be held at Los An- 
geles Sept. 15-22. 
The convention will probably pledge itself to 
Vice-President Fairbanks for President. The peo- 
ple who make their bread and butter developing 
humor out of national characters have been care- 
fully prospecting the field for some time, and 
Fairbanks seems to assay higher than any of 
his rivals in either party. The humorists natural- 
ly want Roosevelt again, or forever, for that mat- 
ter, but their convention precedes that of both 
the national parties, and they do not care to take 
the stand for a third term without any assurance 
that any other convention will follow their lead. 
After Roosevelt and all he represents, the humor- 
ists regard Fairbanks as the most promising 
mine of humor in which to dig for the next four 
years. The odor of sanctity which he exudes looks 
to be full of possibilities, under expert cultiva- 
tion. Secretary Taft is not funny. There is noth- 
ing for the humorists in mere avoirdupois. Gov. 
Hughes is wholly unsuited to their purpose. He 
has not exhibited a single foothold for humor. Sen- 
ator Knox seems quite as unacceptable. He nlays 
poker, but the humorists are not unmindful that 
this is for four years. Mr. Bryan has been done. 
Gov. Johnson does not much appeal to the an- 
alysts of the funny side of a man. The Swede 
dialect is pleasant to work in, but it is not under- 
stood south of the latitude of Chicago. Gov. Folk 
is an alarming suggestion and Speaker Cannon is 
his own humorist. 

Mr. Fairbanks will probably attend the con- 
vention and make his own nominating speech. 
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Dr. Wiley, the Government’s chief chemist, 
says: ‘Eat plenty of good, wholesome food.” 
Yet we are told that St. Anthony, whose daily 
diet was “12 ounces of bread and water,’ lived 
105 years. Are savants and scientists so differ-

A CHICAGO EXPOSURE. 

When Chicago telegraphs that Miss Cecilia 
Johnson is ill and suffering because she has been 
“exposed,” it is a challenge to the lightning 
which ought at once to set ablaze the whole Ba- 
bel pile of Chicago educational and “ethical false 
pretenses. 

As a social leader and an honor graduate of the 
Chicago University, this talented young woman 
is reported from Chicago to have had many ad- 
miring friends during the time she was being ed- 
ucated under the Rockefeller system. When she 
has met its requirements flawlessly and stood its 
tests triumphantly, Chicago suddenly discovers 
that the private means which enabled her to do 
so are “tainted money,” derived from the dive of 
‘“Mushmouth” Johnson. 

It is further alleged by Chicago that in using 
this tainted money in learning ethics and es- 
thetics, the ward of “Mushmouth” Johnson al- 
lowed herself to be flat‘ered, followed, adulated 
and almost, if not quite, worshiped, without dis- 
closing the fact that her great-grandfather was 
a respectable resident of St. Louis, who, being 
in his generation a negro and a slave, never had 
tainted money in his possession. 

Miss Cecilia Johnson denies that she concealed 
anything. “Mushmouth” Johnson also denies 
that anything was concealed. From this stand- 
point, the adulation which made Miss Cecelia 
Johnson a social leader was a free, voluntary, 
spontaneous and practically irresistible result of 
Chicago habits. 

“Mushmouth” Johnson igs glad, and he is en- 
titled to be glad, that Chicago fee:s humiliated. 
He sees that the “exposure” is an exposure not 
of himself and of the taint of the money he used 
for higher education, but of Chicago habits. AS 
for his ward, who suffers now from the reactions 
of educated nerves, she is entitled to take the 
same view. The unfortunate result of the Rock- 
efeller system, however, is to educate her into 
capacity for nervous prostration when she be- 
comes openly the victim of its false pretenses.

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DISPERSING FOG AT SEA. 


The fog-dispersing station proposed by M. M. Dibos! 
includes a very large Ruhmkorff coil, giving a spark 
of about one meter, with a primary current from 
accumulators or a dynamo. In the primary circuit 
are a rotating interrupter and a conductor, in par- 
allel. The current induced in the secondary circuit is 
converted from alternating into intermittent by two 
series of four Cooper Hewitt mercury-vapor recti- 
fiers, and then passes to the inner coating of two 
large Leyden jars, with connected outer coatings. 
From one jar a Wire leads to earth. A wire from 
the other—the positive electrode—runs to the top of 
an antenna mast, and there a crown of points scat- 
ters the electric waves into the air. With such ap- 
paratus clear spaces 300 to 400 feet across have been 
formed in dense fog. Such spaces would be useful 
in harbors and on railways, but every vesse) at sea 
needs clearness for at least a quarter of a mile in 
every direction. 


EXTERMINATING THE MOSQUITO. 

By the intelligent expenditure of what seem like 
absurdly small sums of money when compared with 
the supposed difficulty of the tusk to be performed, 
several of the parts of New Jersey that have long 
had a national, if not an-international, disrepute for 
the number and voracity of their mosquitoes have 
been practically cleared of the dangerous pests. 

The suggestion that the great Hackensack Mead- 
ows could be freed of the insects, and the joys of 
summer life in the cities around them thus be vast- 
ly increased, was received with derision, and almost 
with indignation, only a few years ago. Yet a few 
thousand dollars spent in digging ditches has done 
away with the stagnant pools in which alone the 
mosquitoes could breed, and they are no more except 
in the benighted towns where the people lack either 
the sense or the energy or both to avail themselves 
of the relief so close within their reach. Incidental- 
ly—and it is incidentally—a lot of worthless marsh 
has been turned into good dry land. 


HOSPITAL GARDENS. 

What can be done in hospital gardening is shown 
by the Royal Hants County Hospital at Winchester, 
England. The Marden is charmingly situated, slop- 
ing away from the main building, and flanked by 
spacious lawns where the patients can sit, It is well 
stocked with fruit trees, and a plentiful supply of 
gooseberries, Currants, strawberries, etc, is avail- 
able for nurses and patients, with sufficient surplus 
to make jam for the whole household for the year. 
Of ordinary vegetables there is no stint, anad in due 
season the staff and patients alike are regaled with 
green peas, beans, and other garden delicacies. One 
gardener and a boy suffice to deal with the vegetable 
garden and hospital grounds, and a good variety is 
maintained all the year round. The excellent plan is 
adopted of buying in the garden stuff at market 
prices and reckoning this off against the cost of la- 


bor, seeds, manure, etc. 
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A Practical Fog Disperser—How New Jersey Is Getting Rid of

A MUSIC TYPEWRITER. 

Lourenz Kromar of Vienna has invented a “mu- 
sic typewriter.’’ With the aid of this instrument the 
composer may produce a typewritten scroli without 
the trouble of making the characters by hand. All 
that he has to do is to place himself at the piano 
and give free play to his creative fancies. Every 
stroke upon the keys ts registered in regular musica! 
characters upon a@ paper scroll wound upon a drum. 
The machine operates through a system of electric 
contacts with the plano keys. The registering appa- 
ratus, which resembles an ordinary typewriter in 
size, may, in order to remove discordant sounds, be 
placed at a distance from the piano, even in an ad- 
joining room. 


AN ANTI-OPIUM PLANT. 

A report received in Washington from Cons] Les- 
ter Maynard of Sandakan shows that the opium cure 
of the Straits Settlements, which has been mentioned 
in these dispatches, has reached Borneo and has 
been tried with good results. The Consul writes: 

“A drug which is claimed to be a cure for the 
opium habit has recently been introduced into British 
North Borneo, and, although !t has been used but &@ 
short time, many old opium smoKers claim that 
they have greatly reduced the amount of opium 
smoked by them daily. The drug is used with the 
object of counteracting the effects and finally curing 
the craving for the opium. A concoction is made by 
boiling the leaves and mixing the result with opium. 
After smoking a dose of two tablespoonfuls of the 
drug should be taken, and this lessens the desire for 
further indulgence. The drug is known to the Chi- 
nese as tong hing chu. 

“Iu. Wray, curator of the Taling Museum at Perak, 
has identified the plant as ‘combretum sundaicum.’ 
It is a woody climber, with opposite leaves, in size 
and shape somewhat resembling that of a pear tree, 
and bears globular clusters of small white flowers ar- 
ranged in panicles, the flower being followed by a 
red fruit about an inch long, furnished with four 
longitudinal wings. 


A WONDERFUL ELECTRIC RAILROAD. 

Genoa and Milan are to be connected by a marvelous 
electric railroad 83 miles in length, which is to cost 
$47,000,000. The excessive cost of it is owing to the 
nature of the country through which the line will 
pass. It will require 19 tunnels, one of which will 
be 12 miles long. There will be 372 bridges and the 
road will be six years in the course of construction. 
The cost of the line construction alone will be $500,- 
009 per mile. The line will be double-tracked and 
there will be no grade crossings. Trains will consist 
of three cars, each accommodating 50 passengers. It 
is proposed to run 20 trains a day, and it is estimated 
that the daily traffic will be 6000 passengers. A very 
complete schedule has been arranged to take care 
of the express and local traffic, as well as the freight 
of that section of the country. The power will be de- 
rived from a 24,000-horsepower hydraulic generating 
plant.

UR generation seems to have 
QO built a throne for a new and 
Strange god. The name of this 
potentate is called by some ‘“‘the Pub- 
lic,’’ by others “‘society,’’ while another 
group term it “the Twentieth Cen- 
tury.’’ 

The worshipers never tire of singing 
paens in celebration of this wonderful 
form in deity. In Voltaire’s play the 
courtiers spoiled the young prince with 
flattery. They never tired of burning 
incense that he might breathe the 
sweet odor, they cheered the foolish 
boy’s maudlin words, they wove in- 
numerable wreaths for his low fore- 
head. And not otherwise: men 
never tire of telling us that ‘‘the pub- 
lic’ was never so intelligent as today,

But, strangely enough, ‘‘the public’? does not seem 
to have published any poem or drama of late that has 
eclipsed the Bard of Stratford or of the Arno.

In all lines of- such work, however, it must be re- 
membered that the actual cost of the service is not 
a safe guide as to its efficiency or desirability.

The watch, as has often 
been pointed out, is far more highly organized, cost- 
ly, and delicate than the sun dial; but any argument 
based thereon has long since ceased to have weight. 
The real question to be answered in the transporta- 
tion problem is the accomplishment of results The 
products of nature, the output of the mine, the quar- 
ry, the furnace, the farm, must be carried where 
they are wanted, with a minimum of delay and a di- 
rectness demanded by the customer. These points 
being satisfied, the question of cost must be met 
by the engineer.

UR whole social attitude today is epitomized in 
the parable of the Good Samaritan.

Phenecetine and a host 
of chemicals are made out of coal tar and are in- 
valuable to the physician, though often recklessly 
used by the unlearned. It was while trying to make 
artificial quinine that the chemist accidentally discoy- 
ered 2 beautiful dye. From this start he Kept on 
until there are something like six hundred pagans 
shades and colors which are made from coal tar. 

It is this coal tar product that makes the jams and 
jellies look so nice and taste so sweet. Anyone raised 
on a farm knows that almost any fruit after being 
preserved loses most of its color. Raspberries and 
strawberries look pale and the public likes them bet- 
ter with the high color which the coal tar gives. 
Unfortunately for these, the laws of the country

: HE stay-at-homes who have never 
: if indulged in the fascinating sport 
a of fishing, who never meandered 
along the beautiful mountain streams of 
Missouri in search of the epicurean bass 
and jack salmon, are the severest and 
rnost unreasonable critics of a pastime, 
which, from time immemorial, has af- 
forded the keenest enjoyment to prince 
and peasant, to pauper and millionaire. 
Being essentially an outdoor sport, it 
requires the exercise of no human quali- 
ty other than patience, and a moderate 
amount of good nature, while among 
its compensations -are vigorous health 
and a closer communion with nature 
than any other pastime can afford. 
Camping is an incidental feature of 
fishing. Like Minnesota and Michigan, 
it is becoming popular here, and our 
facilities are in no way inferior to the 
states just named. 
‘ from the standpoint of climate, Mis- 
sourl is far superior to either Minne- 
sota or Michigan. Missouri is blest with 
many beautiful and picturesque streams 
where the army of tollers from large 
cities can spend thelr vacations and 
holidays at nominal expense independ- 
ent of the hotel keeper and farmhouse. 
Camping out has a special fascination 
for all Amerigans, and a camping party 
organized with the proper equipment 
can spend a week or a month at a cost 
that would be much cheaper, and far 
more enjoyable, than going to some 
fashionable watering place. 
Camp life has come upon us rather 


vil suddenly and a great many are in a 


quandary as ‘to how to master the dif- 
ficulties of purchasing the necessary 
paraphernalia and selecting a suitable 
site and commissary for their enjoy- 
ment while on the expedition. 

Many beautiful streams tributary to 
St. Louts afford magnificent camp 
grounds and a close study of the map 
with a postal card to the Postmaster in 
~ whose district the stream lies will bring 
the-desired information at once. 

Ideal Camp Life. 

It is certain that an ideal camp can 
be located at a place thus designated, 
‘where all the necessary farm products 
can be purchased at first cost, such as 
chicken, butter, egas and milk, which 
make up the. principal ingredients of 
the larder in such a camp. 

Innumerable places Could be selected 
where the farmers would gladly co-oper- 
ate with the campers to make it an an- 
nual affair. The farmers in the district 
bo delighted at an opportunity 
. to get rid of some of their surplus 
‘products without having to pay for 
transportation. 

Camping out in this State, but in a 
few years hence, model camps will 
grace and dot all of Missouri's magnifi- 
cent streams. 

Every summer thousands of Missou- 
rians seek their outings in Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Maine, Colorado, Canada and 
the seashore, and they leave behind at 
their very doors the most picturesque 
and romantic hunting and fishing 
; grounds on the North American Conti- 
nent. 

It is not easy to estimate the amount 
of money that is thus annually taken 
out of the State that could be~more 
profitably and pleasantly employed at 
home. 

Among the rivers that could be camped 
on with great success, and at a nominal 
cost are the White and its many tribu- 
“¢taries, the Current ahd its Jack Fork, 
the Gasconade with its Big Piney, the 
Osage and its Ningua, the Black and its 
twin sister, the St. Francis. 

Streams closer to St. Louis, while they 
afford magnificent camping sites, such 
as the Meramec, the Big River and the 
Rurbotse are good places for beginners, 
but for a genuine outing, whete fish can 
be caught in great numbers and squirrel 
shooting excels, the former streams, 
quite naturally, have the advantage.

Gleason, formerly captain and 
second baseman of the Philadelphia Na- 
tional League Club, Is the man. Mana- 
ger Murray of the Phillles gave young 
Knabe a thorough tryout this season 
and he has made good beyond a doubt. 

As an evidence of the esteem in 
which he is held by the club, the offi- 
cials and players united in giving the 
Quaker ex-captain a handsome diamond 
ring before he left for Jersey City, 
where he will play second base and 
captain the team. 

The most pitiable sight in baseball 
today is the way in which age creeps 
stealthily upon the diamond hero, un- 
awares, until he is engulfed and gone. 
The ballplayer never believes he is 
growing old. The suggestion is always 
treated wtih resentment. 

The aged player is no longer wanted. 
When he has served 2 years he be- 
gins to decline, and, while he may lin- 
ger for a few years longer, the spice 
and snap of play gradually leaves him 
and the blue envelope comes before 
him while he still thinks himself in the 
bloom of youth.

The reporter then went among the 


immedlately 
Glen Carbon mines looking for the one 
in which Genetti worked. It was No. 
2, and as he had not refurned to work 
after the tragedy, it was feared he had 
left town. But the reporter soon located 
him at an Italian boarding house man- 
aged by a man named Pellegrini. 

Town Marshal Soma was informed of 
all the facts learned by the reporter. 
He refused to arrest Gentti without in- 
structions from Chief of Police Blake 
of Collinsville, but readily volunteered 
to have watch kept on Genetti and seize 
him if he attempted to leave town 

When Genetti learned that a stranger 
was in town inquiring about him, he 
was thrown into a panic. He followed 
the reporter, keeping himself out of 
sight, until he left for Collinsville. Then 
Genetti tried frantically but in vain 
to learn what was on foot concering 
himself. 

Chief Blake, who recelved his first 
information regarding the facts of the 
double crime from the reporter, thought 
justly that the evidence against Ge- 
netti was not strong enough to war- 
rant his arrest on the charge of set- 
ting the death trap. 

It happened that Kate Genetti had 
been presented by Joseph with a bottle 
of liquid which he urged her to drink 
and which she believed was poison. At 
the suggestion of the reporter she sent 
it to a doctor for analysis.

Kept Under Surveillance. 
When this offer was communicated to

So the authorities contented 
themselves: with keeping him under sur- 
veillance without his knowledge. 

Then, taking the Marshal and Mayor 
Schoonover of Glen Carbon, the reporter 
went to Genetti’s boarding house and 
took his trunk, ignoring the lamenta- 
tions of his landlady, who wished to 
hold it as security for an unpaid board 
bill. 

Search of the trunk disclosed one of 
the best clews against Genetti—an In- 
complete set of guitar strings. As the 
man owned no guitar, their presence in 
his trunk Was suspicious. That the 
strings missing: from the set might 
have been used in the infernal machine 
was the inevitable guess. The strings 
were taken by the reporter to Collins- 
ville. 

When Genetti was told of his land- 
lady's statement as to his absence Sat- 
urday night and his suspicious return 
Sunday morning, his boyish smile was 
as innocent as ever. He first said he 
had been fishing; but when asked where 
his tackle was said he had made a mis- 
take; that he slept all night with Joe 
Zadra and that he fell into a creek 
while returning to the Pellegrini house 
Sunday morning.

- LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 27.—‘‘Whis- 
key, whiskey, all around; but not one 
Grop to drink!’"’ The words of the An- 
Cient Mariener, thus paraphrased, are 
@ppropriate today in 87 of the 119 coun- 
tiles of Kentucky. Strange as it may 
Beem to a public educated in its no- 
tions of the Blue Grass State by the 
Jesters of the comic press, Kentucky, 
the home of fine whisky,*is in immin- 
@nt danger of becoming a prohibition 
Btate. 

At the present time, despite here 253 
Mistilleries, turning out ‘thousands of 
Parrels of the fluid to fill the “cup that 
@heers,’’ Kentucky has but four counties 
®@ufficieéntly irrigated to be classed as 
Weally ‘“‘wet’’ counties. Prohibition lead-

m, Bourbon, the county from which

The four counties which are largely 
“wet” are Jefferson, Kenton, Campbell 
(and Meade. All, with the exception of 
‘Meade, are still ‘“‘wet’’ because they con- 
‘tain large cities. Jefferson has Louis- 
ville, Kenton has Covington and Camp- 
; bell has Newport. The latter two are 
directly across from Cincinnati, with its 
German beer-drinking population, and, 
possibly, it sets the example. 

While the anti-saloon forces have been 
making a steady fight for over 30 years, 
is within recent years only that 
rapid progress has been made. The 
passage of the county unit law by the 
Legislature last winter put the most 
formidable weapon in their hands. With 
this they have been able to carry county 
after county. Their efforts have to this 
time been confined to counties having no 
large cities, because of a compromise 
amendment of the law excepting from 
its provisions all counties containing 
cities of the first, second and third 
Classes. 

The Prohibition leaders already have 
given notice that at the next session of 
the Legislature, next winter, they will 
geck the amendment of the law, so as to 
cover all counties. They will then in- 
wade some of the counties containing 
larger cities, among them Fayette, in 
which is Lexington. 

Though they have given this city lit- 
fle attention, the Prohibitionists call 
attention to the fact that there are even 
two “dry” precincts in Louisville itself. 

The sweeping change which has come 
ever Kentucky on the liquor question 
first came home to most of the people 
during the recent Democratic senatorial! 
primary. Both Beckham and Mc- 
Creary made their fights on the prohi- 
bition platform. The move was a 
shrewd one, it proved, for the vote of 
the country districts in the State is 
everwhelming, compared with the city 
which might be expected to be 
against prohibition. 

Not Like Old Days. 


The campaign was a nevelty for 
Kentucky, where, according to tradi- 
tien, candidates in the olden days were 
fn the habit of knocking the heads of 
tarrels of whisky and allowing voters to 
help themselves with tin cups. 

‘With 87 of the 119 counties in the 
State “dry’’ and 253 distilleries turning 
out their endless stream of whisky, the 
evestion naturally occurs where all this 

“uct is going. Kentucky is rapidly 

. iing herself in a queer position. She 
i ferbidding her own sons to drink 
that which she is manufacturing for the 
rest of the world. 

A feature of recent option elections 
has been the victory for the anti-saloon 
forces in many of the Southeastern Ken- 
tucky mountain counties. What the 
effect ‘of this will be on ‘‘moonshining’”’ 
fs an interesting question over which 
Government revenue officials are now 
pondering. The liquor men argue that 
it merely means increased “‘stilling’’ by 
the mountaineers on the sly. 


“Dry” Districts Very Dry. 


Liquor is hard to secure in the coun- 
ties which Save gone “dry.” A State 
law forbids shipping it into ‘“‘dry’’ lo- 
calities and also prohibits any person 
carrying more than a gallon of the 
product for any other person. “Blind 
tigers’’ are run, of course, but the 
class who frequent them keep away 
even semi-respectable topers. 

The option elections have resulted in 
some queer things in the State. At 
Winchester and Mt. Sterling, half the 
town fs ‘“‘wet’’ and half “dry.”

~ THERE IS THE ANSWER 
TO THE EGG PROBLEM 


— 
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Large Percentage of Correct Solutions Were Re- 
ceived From Algebra Experts Who 
Read the Post-Dispatch. 





HE Post-Dispatch asked readers to solve the following problem: 
T A woman sent her husband for some eggs; when he got to the 
store he found he had only 24 cents. He gave the grocer the 24 cents 

and during the day, wondering how many eggs would be sent to his home, 
telephoned the grocer and asked him. The storekeeper said: “If I had given 
you two more eggs for your 24 cents it would have lowered the price of the 
eggs 2 cents per dozen.” How many eggs did the man get for 24 cents? 

Many answers were received, but not so many as were received after the 
publication of other problems. Evidently the problem was found “- difficult 
by most of the mathematicians, while the algebraians “ate it up.” The an- 
swer is 16 eggs, and you may prove it this way going at it crabwise: Assum- 
ing that 16 eggs is correct, divide 24 cents by 16 eggs and you have 114 cents 
per egg. A dozen eggs would cost 12 times 14%, cents, or 18 cents. Now, had 
the grocer given the customer two more eggs (18), he would have received 
one eighteenth of 24 cents, or 1 1-3 cents per egg, of 16 cents per dozen. Thus 
the price would have been 2 cents per dozen lower than the price at which he 
sold his eggs.

Electrolytic Action. 

“This presumes electrolytic action, as 
every iron ion that appears at a cer- 
tain spot demands the disappearance 
of a hydrogen ion at another, with a 
consequent formation of gaseous hydro- 
gen. 

“The gaseous hydrogen is rarely 
visible in the process of rusting, owing 
to the rather high solubility anad great 
diffusive power of this element. 

“Substances which increase the con- 
centration of hydrogen ions, such as 
acids and acid salts, stimulate cor 
rosion, while substances which increase 
the concentration of hydroxlions  in- 
habit it. 

“Chromic acid and its salts inhibit 
corrosion by producing a polarizing or 
dampening effect, which prevents’ the 
solution of iron and the separation of 
hydrogen.”’

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“The work of making up the jury 
list,” says Circuit Attorney Sager, “de 
volves upon the Jury Commissioner in 
cities of over 100,000 inhabitants, and 
the law provides that the list shall be 
made yp every two years by the Jury 
Commissioner and his deputies appoint- 
ed under the act. The statute pro- 
vides that the name of every person 
qualified for jury service shall be taken 
down, the legal exemptions being set 
out in section 6547. It is also provided 
that neither the Commissioners nor his 
deputies shall take down the name of 
any person of ill fame or of drunken or 
disorderly habits or who shall be 
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try his case and decide it. not acording to the real spirit and intent of the law, 
but according to what they consider the merits of the facts—just as if it were a 
lawsuit between individuals instead of a case between society at large and the 


criminal.

the King's birthday 


honor list and for 
30 years or more the leader of the Lib- 
eral party in Oxfordshire, has received 
his honor much belated because for 
geveral years he was 4 resident of 
America. The Conservatives have al- 
ways tried to prove he was an American 
citizen. 

As a young fellow he went to Indiana 
and settled in Terre Haute, where he 
learned many practical things in Amer- 
jean politics, imbibed a tremendous 
amount of American energy and initia- 
tive, made a fortune and bade fair to 
eclipse the Hon. Daniel W. Voorhees 
in oratorical power and political lead- 
ership. 

Family affairs made necessary his per- 
manent return to Oxford in the he'ght 
of his Indiana success. He had declined 
an Indiana nomination for Congress. 

Oxford soon learned that there was a 
new power in its midst, a slender fel- 
low, with mild blue eyes and charm- 
ing manner, who could pack the halls 
throughout the country every night in 
the week and sway his audiences com- 
pletely, from laughter to tears; who 
could win votes by the thousands and 
work 2 hours a day, if necessary. 

The Conservatives scoffed, the old 
leaders among the Liberals were haugh- 
ty, but young Buckell kept on speaking 
by night and working by day and tell- 
ing the funny stories for which he has 
always been famous. 

Acknowledge His Worth. 


In a few years the old war horses 
were only to glad to follow his leader- 
ship and acknowledge the worth of his 
American ideas. He was elected suc- 
cessively to all the offices of the city 
and was offered the nomination for Par- 
Hament several times. This latter he 
has always declined, as his life-work 
has been the civic improvement of Ox- 
ford. 

He has been Mayor four times, and 
during each term has given the city an 
unusually brilliant social regime. It 
is said he spent $50,000 during his term, 
when the new municipal buildings at 
Oxford were opened. These he secured 
for the city after many years of hard 
fighting. 

King Edward, thence the Prince of 
Wales, was his guest at this time, and 
when Lord Salisbury, then Prime Min- 
ister, refused to give Mr. Buckell the 
knighthood to which he was then en- 
titled, the King sent a personal mes- 
sege to Salisbury expressing his dis- 
approval. 

The Conservatives had several times 
sent a man to Indiana to prove that 
Buckell was an American citizen, so de- 
termined were they to kill him political- 
ly They could prove that he had taken 
ou. the papers, but could never prove 
that he had returned them. That was 
an oversight on his part at that time, 
so he says, as he fully expected to re- 
main In America. 


Gets University Degree. 


The old university of Oxford gave Mr. 
Buckell an honorary degree for civic 
honors, the first degree of the kind ever 
granted by the ancient institution. It 
was a slap in the face to Salisbury, as 
he was then chancellor of the univer- 
sity. Bu tOxford was determined to 
give Buckell his just dues, and now that 
the Libera! party has finally beei able 
te give him his knighthood, the whole 
town !fs rejoicing. 

Sir Robert was a protege of John 
Bright, and during the American Civil 
War he was one of the few staunch 
friends of the North tin England, touring 
the whole country with Bright to speak 
in behalf of the North. He was an in- 


. timate friend of Gladstone and of Sir 


William Harcourt, and probably is the 


best authority in England today on civic | 
affairs. He has strong influence among. 


the younger leaders of his party. He 


spent several months in America some: 


years ago, studying civic reform, going 
from New York to San lrancisco. 

He has been for years the 
member of the Thames Conservancy 
Board in London, and is interested in 
many practical charities in London and 
Qaford. He has a charming place on 
Tleddington Hill, just out of Oxford, and 
is much sought after in society.

Sig. Nasi fled from Italy two years 
ago while charges of misappropriating 
colossal sums of public money were 
pending against him.

The arrest of Nasi and his secretary, 
Commendatore Lombardo, an alleged 
accomplice, was effected with @ramatic 
quickness by Rinaldini, the new questor 
at Rome, within an hour after receiving 
the warrant from President Canonico 
which has been 
transformed into a high court of jus- 
tice to try the former Cabinet officer. 

Secretary Awakened at Midnight, 

Lombardo was awakened in a hotel 
about midnight and hurried to the Re 
gina Colli Prison, where Nasi had pre- 
ceded him by only an hour. 

Simultaneously with the arrest of 
Nasi the Government hurried reinforce- 


ments of troops to Trapani, which has 
elected Nasi to the Chamber of Depu- 


ties five times since he decamped. This 
excitable and highly emotional consti- 
tuency still Clings to him. Ue had en- 
riched their city at the expense of the 
National Government. 

The people of Tapani, on learning of 
Nasi’s arrest and finding their city 
under martial law, immediately closed 
taeir shops and warehouses as a pro- 
test against the action of the Govern. | 
ment and as a sign of syn:-pathy for the 
accused man.

‘ DENVER, Colo., July 27.—For many 
Years of her earlier history Colorado 
Panked only as a mining State, with 
little or nothing besides to show in the 
Way of industry. But in later years 
the Coloradoan, in his boastful moments, 
does not confine himself to mining sta- 
tistics. Instead, he catls attention to 
the fact that, great as are the State's 
Minera] riches, her resources of the soil 
@re even greater. In yearly value of 
‘products, farming now far outranks 
Mining in Colorado. 

The reasons for this are made plain 
by data now collectea and published by 
the Colorado State Commercial Associa- 
tion, relative to the growth of the irri- 
gation system in the so-called “arid 
districts’’ of former years, now furnish- 
ing a wealth of agricultural products. 
(These collected figures show that the 
State now has under irrigation 1,852,955 
gcres of crop-growing lands—an area 
larger than the State of Demware, 
with a soil of Jnexhaustible fertility. 


2,000 Miles of Canals. 

The canals supplying water to this 
firea have now a total length of 12,550 
miles. In a continuous line these canals 
would extend just half way around the 
earth at the equator. Distributed as 

j;they are, they make a close network, 

; ‘embracing 8476 miles of:main ditches and 

| ‘@74 miles of laterals, which distribute 
to the farms each year 2,836,113 acre feet 
of water—that is to say, water suffi- 

~- ecient to cover 2,836,113 acres to a depth 
of one foot. 

What this vast system represents in 
money investment is beyond calcula- 
tion. It will never be known. In the 
first days of irrigation enterprise, when 
promoters and settlers alike were ig- 
norant of the real conditions to be 
met, millions of dollars were sunk and 
Jost in ventures which proved complete 
failures. These enormous losses were 
@ part of the price that had to be paid 
for that experience which won the later 
success. The present triumph of the 
idea ow<s much to those pioneers who 
sacrificed fortunes in the first work. 
The extent of their losses cannot even 
be guessed. 

Government Aids Work. 

For -years, following those first luck- 
less ventures, Irrigation enterprise lan- 
guished; but since the beginring of the 
. general Government’s work under the 
National Reclamation Act, private en- 
terprise has been given a new impulse. 
With present knowledge of the sub- 
ject, further backsets are most unlikely. 

Development is now going on at a 
Pate never before known.

VALUED BUILDING MATERIAL 





Geologist’s Report Indicates That , 
Supply Is Practically : 
Inexhaustible. 





GUTHRIE, O. T., July 27.—The invest- 
ments of Iowa capitalists in Blaine | 
County is the initial move in the plan 
to develop the enormously’ valuable 
Sypsum beds that extend from Northern 
Kansas to Central Texas, with Okla- | 
homa as the center region. The supply 
ig declared by experts to be practically 
inexhaustible and its computed value 
runs far into the millions. 

At Watonga, Geary and Woodward, 
in Blaine County, mills have been es- 
tablished by the Iowans and the work 
is already assuming great proportions. 

Little 1s known, even in the terri- 
tories affected, of the mineral wealth 
underlying scores of towns. Gypsum, 
in one form or another, enters so large- 
ly into the composition of many manu- 
factured articles that it is now re- 
garded as one of the structural mate- 
rials of the industrial world. 

Has Many Uses Now. 

It furnished the material for the 
manufacture of stucco, plaster of Paris, 
plaster board, hard wall plasters, wall 
finishes, etc., while large quantities are 
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glass, Portland cement, 
pottery and fireproofing. 

In 1890 there were only 182,995 tons 
sold; in 1898 this had been increased to 
291,058 tons, but in 1902, 1,000,000 tons con- 
stituted the output. 

It is difficult to estimate the approxi- 
mate amount of gypsum in the terri- 
tory and two contiguous states. The 
opening of the Oklahoma fields will 
be followed by similar operations in 
Texas and Kansas. The lowa syndi- 
cate purposes establishing mills. in 


widely separated points. Local invest- 
ors are beginning to take the propo- 
sition up and next year will see great 
strides in the industry. 


Experts Report on Supply. 

Prof. Charles N. Gould of the Okla- 
homa State University, in a report on 
the gypsum deposits of Oklahoma, says: 

“After casting about for some means 
of estimating the actual amount of 
available material, the following meth- 
od was adopted: A ledge of gypsum a 
feot thick and a mile square was taken 
as a basis. Counting the specific grav- 
ity of gypsum at 243 it was estimated 
that a ledge this size would weigh 2,024,- 
184 tons, but in making the computations 
the 24,184 tons were thrown in each 
time for ‘‘good measure,’ and the even 
number 2,000,000 tons was used. . 

“With this amount as a basis it was 
simply “a matter of estimating the thick- 
ness of the ledges and the number of 
square miles occupied by them. Only 
ledges Known to be within one hundred 
feet of the surface were considered, al- 
though there are whole counties which 
are known to be underlaid with gyp- 
sum, varying in depth from 100 to 1000 
feet. Following this method, the ap- 
proximate of gypsum in Oklahoma 
alone is 125,000,000,000 tons. 

Supply, Practically Inexhaustible. 

“Now when we say there are a billion 
tons of gypsum in Oklahoma it does not 
convey much intelligence. The mind 
does not readily grasp such figures. 
Perhaps if I illustrate it would be made 
easier.

At British capital this discrimina- 
tion has been urged for weeks in

While this movement against Amer- 
lean -bills has been partially suc- 
cessful, the rates offered by our bor- 
rowers have in some cases been so 
attractive as to force the European 
lenders to make moderate advances. 

Sir Felix Schuster, at the Union 
Bank of London meeting last Wednes- 
day, in referring to these acceptances, 
declared that our indebtedness to 
Europe had reached such proportions 
as to make it difficult for us to at- 
tract very much gold-in the autumn, 
even if our grain exports should be 
heavy. 

The failure of the Manchurian loan 
in London this week was another in- 
dication of the congestion of invest- 
ment issues in the world’s” great 
markets, which will not be materially 
relieved until there is a sufficient re- 
lease of capital through trade reces- 
sion to bring bank reserves Up to the 
normal level for this season. 

In this respect, our own position 
is stronger than that of most Europ- 
ean markets, for, while there has 
been no broad absorption of bonds 
here, the increased inquiry for short 
term notes reffects an investment de- 
mand that may extend to longer term 
issues if conditions are not further 
disturbed.

Contradictory crop reports from the 
Northwest, which were the chief fea- 
ture of the grain market last week, 
Caused a nervous and_ erratic price 
movement in local wheat. The tenden- 
cy, on the whole, was upward, and 
final prices showed somewhat of a gain 
for the week. 

Very discouraging reports came from 
the spring wheat territory. The crop is 
late and there were numerous reports 
of poor and backward heading. The 
Weather in that region was anything 
but favorable. There were heavy rains 
early in the week, and Iowa and sec- 
tions of Minnesota and the Dakotas 
complained that section of the fields 
were being flooded. The chief complaint, 
however, was black rust, and the ques- 
tion of the authenticity of the reports 
of this governed the fluctuations of fu- 
tures. Some messages from North Da- 
kota and Minnesota, as well as from 
sections on the other side of the Ca- 
nadian border stated very emphatically 
that the black rust has been found in 
some places, and that red rust is very 
abundant. ‘he weather was just the 
kind that would develop rust, being hot 
and muggy after heavy rains. 
Too much rain interfered 
with threshing in the winter wheat 
States, but good progress was made, 
and the yield promises to come up to if 
it does not exceed the general expecta- 
tion. 

The movement of wheat to the West- 
ern markets picked up somewhat. Some | 
new winter wheat is beginning to come 
in, and receipts generally were larger 
than those of the past few weeks, but 
shipments were comparatively light, and 
stocks on the increase. Country ac- 
ceptances of receivers’ bids amounted

low levels, but this is causing the cash 
people little anxiety, in the face of the 
already large and steadily increasing 
stocks.

Village of Edgemont Completes Chair of Mu- 
nicipalities, and Noted Turnpike in “Bog 
and a Mire’ Is Free for Traffic. 





The St. Clair County turnpike toll- 
road, immortalized by Dickens in his 
trip to Belleville years ago, was offi- 
clally put out of existence Thursday 
night by the organization of the Village 
of Edgement, within whose limits 
stands the famous “‘Yellow House” at 
which Dickens stopped on his memora- 
ble voyage. 

When the Board of Trustees com- 
pleted the village organization Thurs- 
day night by appointing the non-elec- 
tive officials, it completed the chain 
of municipal governments extending 
from East St. Louis to Belleville, and 
completely abolished the toll-road be- 
tween. 

This has been one of the few toll- 
roads remaining in operation in this 
part of the United States. When East 


St. Louls annexed Winstanley Park a 
few years ago, the toll-gate there was 
forced to move outward to get outside 





took in the territory reaching to tlhe 
bluifs, and the toll-gate in that part of 
the road was forced out of business. 

Now that the Village of Edgemont 
has been organized in intervening ter- 
ritory between East St. Louis and the 
Belleville limits, the road has been 
completely absorbed by the municipali- 
ties located in what Dickens described 
as a “bog and a mire,” at the time of 
his. visit. This forces the Jast toll- 
gate to close. 

Stephen T. Lepage was appointed 
Mayor of Edgemont by the Trustees. 
George Grant is now Village Marshal,

A. P. Boneau igs Treasurer. The ap- 
pointments were made Thursday night 
at Deletine’s hall, which will be the of- 
ficial meeting place for the Village 
Board. Mayor Lepage was authorized 
by the Trustees to employ attorneys to 
prepare a set of ordinanees for the vil- 
lage, and to have the ordinances pre- 
sented for passage as soon as possible. 

The ‘‘lid’’ will not be put on, and 
Edgemont will remain an oasis in the 
thirst desert for warm weather suffer- 
ers. A- license fee of $500 each per 
year will be required from the 10 sa- 
loons, however.

CURES FINGER-NAIL BITING — 
BY BIT IN CHILD’S MOUTR 


Paris Doctor Has Invention Which 
He Says Will Stop Habit 
in a Month. 


PARIS, July 27.—Biting their nails is 
undoubtedly a bad habit in children, 
but a cure just proposed in the Acad- 
emy of Medicine here might be worse 
than the evil. 

A doctor described a simple and in- 
genious apparatus patented by him. 
When inserted in the child’s mouth it 
prevented the upper and lower teeth 
from meeting. The child thus could not 
bite, and, a fortiori, could not gnaw its 
nails. At meal times parents should be 
carefal to remove the new patent Dit 
from the mouth of their offspring to 
allow of mastication. Immediately aft- 
er eating the child must be curbed 
again as before. The doctor considers 


that his apparatus will eradicate the 
bad habit in a month. 

The bit is so made that the child it- 
self cannot remove it or swallow it.

It is claimed that torpedo boats and destroyers, hidden amongst the 
mumerous bays and coves in the Straits of Magellan, might lie in wait for 
the American ships and, making a sudden assault upon them, have them at 
tpeir mercy. The warships would be caught in a place where they could not 
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ceetling would be exactly in line with the extraordinary manner in which 
Japan opened the war with Russia. 

These, however, are regarded as the views of alarmists. American naval 
officers say that none of the warships of the Atlantic fleet would be permit- 
ted to enter the Straits until the latter had first been scoured free from end 
to end in daylight by scouts and torpedo boats. They would also make sure 
that no enemy was hidden amongst the numerous islands at the western end 
and that the channel was free in all directions from submerged mines. 

The sensational trip of the Oregon from California through the Straits 
of Magellan to Key West, where she joincd Sampson’s fleet, directed nationa! 
attention to the necessity of a canal across the Isthmus of Panama if the 
maintenance of two separate American navies, one for the Atlantic and one 
for the Pacific, was to be avoided.

Edgar Allen Poe, creator of the weird- 
est tales ever told, had cats figure 
in his stories often, terrible black cats 
with fiery eyes and frightful jawa. 

But, impervious to all this dusty su- 
perstition of the ages, one St. Louis 
woman now lives alone, without human 
society save a servant or two, and saur- 
rounds herself with, some say § and 
some 100 cats. She isa rich and spends 
what many would deem a fortune on 
this fantastic caprice. And after in- 
stalling the cats she raises a wall of 
mystery about herself and them, 
through which none ever has been able 
to penetrate. 

The neighbors long ago ceased trying 
to find out the meaning of this mys- 
tery and content themselves with the 
thought that they have no rats to con- 
tend with and that, since the advent 
of the cats, there have been no bur- 
glaries in the neighborhood of “the 
house of mystery.” 

This remarkable cat home is a pre- 
tentious structure of red brick, part of 
the building one-story and part of it 
two-story. It is modern. It is set in a 
spacious yard, bordering a paved alley, 
and is in the rear of a mansion. 

A number of persons have had.a look 
inside of it. But no person seems to 
have been able to see everything at 
ence. For instance, one janitor who has 
been employed about the place, says 
that it is heated by a furnace and that 
the cats never suffer with influengza. 

Another janitor, who works about 
stores some distance away, says he 
doesn't know whether the building has 
hot water heat or furnace heat, but in- 
sists that no fine home for human be- 
ings in St. Louls has a better heating 
system to keep out the cold in the win- 
ter. 

An old negro is positive that the cats 
have each a room, and that these rooms 
are most comfortably furnished. 

“Each cat has a little room bigger 
than a dog kennel," he states, “and in 
each room it a little bed with a comfort 
and « pillow. 1 never saw a cat in one 
of the beds, but | knuw they're cat 
beds. The little pillows would not be big 
enough for dogs to sleep on. Dogs 
wouldn't have sense enough to use the 
pillows anyhow. The cats are powerfu)- 
ly smart. They kind o' look like they 
had some folk-ways in them.” 

“How many cate are there in the 
eat home, Uncle?” he was asked. 

“I don't know how many there are,” 
he said. “There may be a hundred. 
Sometimes I think there are more 
than that. But, anyhow, you can be 
sure there are about fifty.” 

“What kind of cats?” 

“I don't know the 


names. But 


there are cata that look like ‘possums, 
cate that look like ‘coons, cats that 
look like squirrels, cats that look like 
rabbits, and it seems to me that 
some of those cats look like foxes, 
‘iney are mighty pert cats. They are 
net like common cate," 

“Do the cats fight?’ 

“l never saw them fight. I worked 
for the lady who owns the cats, but 
it neemed like other folks I worked 
for didn't like for me to work with 
the ca's and then work for them. 5o 
I yuit the cats. I didn't see as much 
of them as I wanted to, because—let’s 
voe—there were seven doors t~ go 
through from the street to the cats 
and I didn't get through all the doors 
very often. 

“I got so I didn't like the cats any 
more. Besides, there was a parrot, 
and there were dogs.” 

“Why are the- cats 
closely?” 

‘") don't know, unless they are high- 
priced cats. Ain't many white folks 
fot such good homes to live in. At 
first the cets lived right in the big 
house with the mistress, and then she 
built a house for them. It cost $2000. 
Then she made an improvement cost- 
ing another $2000. Now she has spent 
veMy more money on the cat house. 
Il guess its worth $8000.” 

Others value the cat home at $5000. 

Next few doors to this residence 
where the fine cats are kept, the cats 
are a subject for laughter. One wom- 
an there says maybe there are fifteen 
cats. “They are very fine cats,” she 
sayc, “and I guess they cost a lot of 
morey. The woman who owns them 
is single, and cats are her fad. 

“There are Angora and Maltese cats, 
anc a lot of other kinds, I think, but 
I wouldn't say for sure, because it's 
not often that I care to look at s0 
many cats. They sun themselves out 
there in the back yard, where you 
see their mistress has built great wire 
houses and stretched big awnings to 
protect them.” 

“Do the cats ever bother you?’ 

“No; they are very quiet. The only 
thing that bothers us is the way that 
woman fusses over the cats. It looks 
like a pity—she has so much money. 
She gives the cats baths, feeds them 
special food, and the big house they 
live in has electric lights and every 
other ‘mgdern convenience.’ "’ 

Just then a parrot in the home where 
the cats are kept set up «a raucous 
noise. Perhaps he was trying to bluff 
a cat, but there was no anewerng 
“spit! and then everything was silent. 

A reporter for the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch, hearing so much discussion about 
the cat home in the neighborhood, vis- 
ited the residence of the woman who 
keeps the cats. And then he discovered

A girl answered 
the doorbell, opéned the door two inches 
and at once notfied the ealler that 
there was no chance to gee the mis- 
tress of the cats.

doesn't care to talk about cats.”’ 

The mystery of the cats grew. 

The neighbors who had laughed 
about the cats said, “I told you so!” 
and the old negro smiled and shook 
his head. 

A clerk in one of the neighborhood 
stores who had tried on numerous oc- 
casions to get a glimpse of the cats 
then told what he knew about them 
and their house. 

“I've known about the cats so long 
that I looked them up,” he said. “A 
cat doctor around the corner told mé 
that the cat house contained Maltese. 
Angora and ‘cur’ cats. He says there 
are more ‘cur’ cats than any other kind.

because ‘cur’ cats, like ‘cur’ dogs, get 
a training in knocking about the 
world and become smarter than fine 
cats. He says there are specimens of 
cats in that house like those they used 
to domestidate in Egypt and later 
mummify just as they did humans. 

“A sirl who worked there said the 
cat house contained long-haired cats, 
eurly-haired cats and _ short-haired 
cats. She said some of them were 
ugly, some handsome, some sleek. 
some white, some black, some spotted, 
and that they were all dainty and 
very affectionate. There are no 
gaunt, dingy or forlorn lofking cats 
there. The woman treats them too 
well for that. 

“1 understand some of the cats have 
orange yellow eyes, some orange eyes, 
some yellow eyes and some golden 
eyes. Several other girls have worked 
there, I am told, but I heara they left 
because they didn't like cats. You 
know, some women wil] just scream at 


top of their voice if a cat comes 
’ them. If a woman like that should

HERE is prebably not a_ cigar 
T smoker in the land who has not 
wondered, at one time or another, 
how much of what he pays for his 
smoke goes into the box and the litho- 
graphed labels and the gilt bands and 
the Mke. The cost of these boxes used 
in the United States alone foots up to 
$5,000,000 every year. Some of them gv 
to Havana, but they come back with 
cigars in them. 

Perhaps the most interesting and 
least-known fact about this industry 
is that, while some cigar boxes are 
made of cedar, a great number are made 
of poplar, veneered on one side with 
cedar, while still others are made of 
poplar without any veneer. In the lat- 
ter case the wood is printed in imita- 
tion of cedar by the use of mk of the 
proper color and a machine which car- 
ries a printing roller, on which ere lines 
iq@ resemble the graining of cedar wood. 
The bottom and top of a cigar box of 
standard kind are §-82 inch in thickness, 
while the ends are 7-32 inch. Deapite 
the very smal] amount of wood needed, 
't is cheaper, however, to use the ve- 
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neered poplar than the cedar, and still 
cheaper to print the poplar. 

Low prices are only made possible by 
the use of intricate machinery and sub- 
division-cf labor; and it is also impor- 
tant to waste as little of the materia! 
as possible. To this end the wood of 
the proper thickness ig not sawed from 
the log, but sliced or split by a special 
machine. The immense pressure used 
in veneering wood for the manufacture 
of furniture is not used, and the ve- 
neered slabs, which are pretty well 
warped and twisted at first, are straight- 
ened out and dried simply by passing 
through rollers, 

Then the slabs are taken to the saw- 
ing table, where they are ripped and 
cross-sawed—from five to ten in one 
cut—into pleces of proper dimensions 
for the single boxes are being made. 
Thence the pleces are sent to the in- 
epector, Who, besides examining each 
und sorting out those which are imper- 
fect, making separate piles, containing 
the same number in each of eds, sides, 
bottoms and topa, sia 

The ends and sides are nailed together 
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CIGAR BOXES 


into frame Dy one machine. and the 
bottoms and tops wre nailed on by an- 
other. These machines are fed with 
nails by an automatic arrangement. 
which presents the required number of 
them at each stroke. One stroke does 
the business of nailing «at each corner, 
and one stroke also suffices for the bot- 
toms and tops, the naiis being pushed 
in rather than driven. One of thease 
machines will frame 5000 boxes a day, 
and two machines, working together, 
will turn out 10,00 boxes. except for 
the labels. 

The lid of the cigar box is hela in 
place by nailing only along the front 
edge, and generally by one nail The 
hinge at the back is made by one strip 
of cheesecloth gived upon the outside 
and subsequently coverea by the labels 
and paper trimmings. When the hinge 
is dry the pasting of the labels is begun. 
Tiny metal hinges are sometimes put 
upon ciger boxes, but these are cot. 
paratively rare. Bo are dovetailed boxes, 
which can, however, be hag on order. 

Generally speaking, the entire interior 
surface of the box is lineqg with paper.

Tt was in this manner that she came 
ty be identified with what is perhaps the 
most extraordinary escape from prison 
on record, This was effected by “‘Eddie’’ 
Guerin, the famous Chicago crook, from 
Devil's Tsiand, off the coast of French 


“Guiana, where he had been sentenced 


for life. 

It was at Dévil's Island that Capt. 
Dreyfus was so long in prison, and the 
piace is regarded in Kurope as a living 
tomb, from which no man ever comes 
Dreyfus and Guerin are the two 
men who have come back from Devil's 
Isiand. it took almost a revolution in 
France to get Dreyfus away from the 
iniand, and Guerin's subsequent escape 


wea different, but fully as extraordinary. 


Guerin now asserts hat he has been 
rey with relentiess vindictiveness 
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by “Chicage May” and that, because he 
has refused to have anything more to de 
with her, she had him arrested and tried 
to turn him over to the French authori- 
ties, to be sent back to Devil’s Island, 
and two days after this attempt had 
failed that she was at the bottom of a 
scheme te have him assassinated. 

In 1900 “Eddie” Guerin was acting as 
interpreter at the Paris Exposition. He 
was handsome, suave, cold and under- 
neath the polished veneer ef the man 
was a black soul and capacity for many 
crimes. After the exposition he wan- 
dered to Italy, thence to England. 

One evening in 191 he visited the 
Horseshoe, a famous tavern in Totten- 
ham Court read in London. There gath- 
er the members of the aristocracy’s fast 
set, Bohemians, sporting men, g42m- 
blers, crooks, a motley assemblage of 
men and women bent on revelry and the 
pursuit of pleasure. 


Guerin met a remarkable woman the 
night he dropped into the Horseshoe. 
She was May Vivienne Churchill, known 
te the police of Chicago, of New Yon, 
of London and of Paris as ‘Chicago 
May.” Guerin’s criminal career had be- 
gun in Chicago, the old field of the 
woman, and they knew each other by 
reputation. With the inscrutable in- 
stinct of criminals they felt an affinity 
between themselves. 

She was bedizened in finery, Jewels at 
her throat, jewels on her fingers, a cost- 
ly silken gown. She carried her head 
haughtily. 

“She ts the most daring woman either 
in England or the United States,” he 
said of her recently. 

Guerin must have possesed a peculiar 
fascination for her and waked within 
her as much human feeling as her poor 
soul could know. On no other hypothe- 
sis can the remarkable events which 
followed be explained. 

Together they went to Paris, where 
once more, Guerin says, he put to use 
his knowledge of languages and became 
an interpreter. In Paris they found 
“Duteh Gus,’ another noted Chicago 
crook and former sweetheart of the 
Woman. 

“Dutch Gus’ was jealous of his suc- 
cessor in “Chicago May's’ affections. 
le glowered darkly at Guerin and the 
latter knew, he says that his discard- 
ed rival one days would seek revenge. 

“Dutch Gus” was arreste? for robbing 
the American Express Co. in Faris, und 
Guerin and his companion started for 
iingland, but were arrested. 

Guerin and “Dutch” Gus were given 
life sentences to Devil's Island and 
she a five-year sentence to the Wom- 
an's Prison at Montovelier. 

In 1986 Guerin made his memorable 
escape from Devil's Island, and went 
to New York and thence to Canada. 
Later he journeyed to England. 

As the moth flutters into the flame 
of the candle, so Guerin sought the 
Horseshoe. For there was the glit- 
ter and sheen, the gayety end ribald 
merriment that his nature craved. 

A brilliant company of the underworld 
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was on hand, shining and sordid, decked 
in squalid splendor. And in the midst 
of the revellers he saw “Chicago May.” 

Fer an instant the old fascination 
flickered in his breast and he sought 
eut the weman. They went home and 
he told her he was going to Italy. 

‘Then she said she would turn me 
up to the police as a fugitive from 
justice,”” says Guerin. But he only 
laughed at her threats and remarked 
that all was over between them. In 
less than ten days he was arrested and 
lodged in the Brixton Prison, accused 
of being a refugee from Devil's Is- 
land. 

For more than 13 months he lay in« 
prison. Recently an effort was made to 
obtain his extradition. This was re- 
sisted on the ground that he was a 
British subject. It was proven that he 
was born at Hoxton, England and 
never had surrendered his British cit-

Guerin stood underneath a street lamp, 
in the rays of which he could be recog 
nized from the street. The cab was 
stopped suddenly, ao suddenly that the 
horse was all but thrown back on his 
haunches. A man and woman leaped 
out. 

The man, a pistol gleaming in his 
hand, advanced on Guerin, firings four 


or five shots point blank at him. Every 
shot but one missed. That struck Guerin 
in the foot. He dodged the others by 
swaying from side to side. 

Excited cries of pedestrians followed 
the reports of the The man 
with the weapon turned and fled. A 
policeman, nearby, rushed after him. 
The man with the revolver pointed the 
weapon at the policeman’s head. 

“Stand back, or Il! kill.”” he cried. 

But the policeman, undaunted, knocked 
the revolver upward and closed with 
him, hurling him to the street.

Eddie Guerin hobbled across the street, 
to where Emily Skinner was holding 4 
woman by the arm, 

“You failed to get me that time, Chi- 
cago May.” he said to the woman whom 
Emily Skinner was holding. Then he 
turned to a Policeman, remarking: 
“Take ch° ge of that woman for shoot- 
ing me.” 

The man who did the shooting and 
“Chicago May" were iocked up, While 
Guerin, whose wound in the foot Wa4 
painful but not serious, was carried to 
the Royal Free Hospital, Grays i>” 
Road, where his injury was 
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The man with “Chicago May” at first 
refused to give his name, saying he was 
“Mr. Nobody of Nowhere.” But later 
he admitted he was Charles Smith, oth- 
erwise known as Clarence Colville, 
Jackson and Cubic. He is an American. 
“Chicago May" was going under the 
name “Mrs. Williams,” at 107 Gower 
Street, a constable testified. 

“Chicago May’ and Smith were ar- 
raigned in the Clerkenwell Police Court. 
charged with attempting to kifl ‘‘Eddie”’ 
Guerin. 

“May had nothing to do with it,” 
clared Smith. “I fired the shots. I 
the one to blame.”’ 

“Chicago May” was stunningly at- 
tired when she appeared in Police Court 
and her appearance attracted unusual 
attention in the court, which, owing to 
the remarkable nature of the case, was 
crowded 

The police officers who made the ar- 
rests testified, and others told of the 
sensational shooting. Then Emily Skin- 
ner took the stand. She told of Guerin's 
relations with “Chicago May,” who had 
heen @ friend of hers, and of his sever- 
ihg those relations on his return to Lon- 
don, following his escape from Devil's 
Island. 

“Smith saw Guerin in Prison before 
the extradition. was denied,’ she said. 
“and told May that Guerin had ‘roasted’ 
her for giving him over to the police.

May denied having anything to do with 
getting Eddie into prison again, but I 
did not believe what she said about 
somebody else turning him up.”’

May” had been good friends and that 
she felt no enmity toward her now.

“Eddie’’ Guerin is a product of the 
pueriieus of Chicago.

Having been driyen out of the coun- 
try by the police of Chicago and New 
York, “Eddie committed the most dar- 
ing robbery ever carried out in Paria. 
The Amertcan Express Co. office in the 
Rue Scribe was entered one afternoon 
by two men, who concealed themselves 
until after night.

Why is this? Undoubtedly many of 
the tragedies are the direct result of 
rashness or carelessness. The canoe 
proves'a coffin for many, for the canoe 
is the most dangerous of craft, espe- 
clally when equipped with seats as are 
those in use on the Meramec. 

The slightest shifting of position by a 
passenger often causes the canoe to 
capsize. They are fragile, difficult to 
manage and likely ~‘nost any minute 
to precipitate their burden into the wa- 
ter. They catch on snags. Numerous 
fatalities have been occasioned by this 
deadly craft. 

Many old rivermen regard the canoe 
with the utmost horror and there are 
men who make a business of renting 
boats on the Meramec who could be in- 
duced by no consideration to let out a 
canoe. Others take a less extreme view 
of their duty to their customers and do 
not hold themselves responsible in the 
tribunal of conscience for aught that 
happens to persons renting their canoes. 

Yet all agree that the canoe is danger- 
ous in the extreme. 

It is true, also, in all probability, that 
many who go to the Meramec are inex- 
perienced swimmers, inefficient oarsmen 
and in general quite ignorant of the 
ways of the water. They are lulled into 
a false sense of security bh the placid- 
ity and tranquility of the river and at- 
tempt to do reckless things, often bring- 
ing about their own death. 

The currents of the Meramec are said 
o be another source of danger. They 
run in opposing directions. They are of

swimmer in many ways, say persons fa- 
miliar w'th the river. 

Quite recently David Williams went 
from his home at 7435 Maple boulevard, 
Maplewood, for an outing on the river. 
With his father and brother he had 
enjoyed an hour's sport in the wa- 
ter, @€ a spot where there appeared to be 
no current, the depth varying from 3 to 
6 feet. Suddenly, while the other two 
swimmers were at some distance and 
close to shore, Mavid showed signs of 
distress. In spite of the utmost efforts 
of his father and brother, he drowned 
in the apparently quiet water, only a 
trifle out of his depth. Probably a cold 
under-current had struck him, causing a 
cramp. Boatmen who hurried to the 
acene failed to locate the body, which 
was found next day bolt upright on the 
floor of the river, the top cf the head not 
more than three feet bélow the aulet 
and beautiful surface. Anyone passing 
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in a boat could have reached down and 
drawn up the body by the hair. 

“He sank right between two currents 
running against each other,’’ say many 
persons wise in the ways of the Mera- 
mec, “and the two contending currents 
balanced the body, holding it upright— 
and also holding it under the water.” 

This peculiar tragedy occurred close 
to “the Highlands,’’ one of the loveliest 
and most alluring spots on the river, 
where the water, so far as can be seen 
from shore or a boat, is placid and tran- 
quil. There is absolutely nothing to in- 
dicate that treacherous currents carry 
on their combats deep in the water and 
hidden from the eye. 

Yet this spot has been the scene of 
many a similar tragedy that has dark- 
ened home after home. “It is the cur- 
rents,’’ say the wise ones, and shake 
their heads sorrowfully. 

The differences in temperature, say 
those who know the Meramec, are due 
to the presence of many springs close 
to the river shore and in the bed of the 
river itself. These pour their cold foun- 
tains into the water and the water re- 
mains cold a long time, is continually 
ec!d near the spring. 

Such difference in temperature of 
Water, say swimming authorities, is 
likely to cause cramps that will render 
a swimmer helpless and cause him to 
sink to his death. ‘This is another reason 
given for many of the fatalities which 
lengthen the ghastly record of the Mer- 
amec. 

One of the strangest and most 
Ssational accidents of this season on 
the Meramec was the drowning of 
Leigh Adams, a prominent young ath- 
lete and business man. About the mid- 
dle of May, Adams was one of a party 
of 18 business men who had gone to 
the river for a canoe outing. Their 
canoes were strung out over a quarter 
of a mile near Valley Park. Adams 
was in the second canoe of the line and 
all were paddling rapidly to catch the 
6 o’clock train for St. Louis. 

Suddenly Adams’ canoe wobbled and 
capsized. He was a trained swimmer. 
But he seemed to meet with some in- 
explicable difficulty. Oliver H. Greene 
in one of the front canoes, made heroic 
efforts to save the helpless man. They 
were uhavailing. Adams went to his 
death without a cry. 

“It all seemed to happen in a sec ond,’ 
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said W. H. Baker, a business associate 
of the dead man and his companion 
in the canoe that capsized. Adams’ 
body was recovered. 

Timothy isavanaugh, 42 years old, a 
stone contractor, living at 3915 Folsom 
avenue, was another 1907 victim of the 
Meramec. Kavanaugh had gone with 
his family for a day’s outing. He was 
an expert swimmer and went in bath- 
ing. He was seen endeavoring to 
reach the shore and seemed exhausted. 
Then he sank. 

Harry Bickham of 3911 Folsom av- 
enue, fully dressed, leaped into the 
water and dragged Kavanaugh ashore 
after he had gone down the second 
time. -When Kavanaugh first went 
down he was within four feet of shal- 
low water. 

Every effort was made to revive him, 
but he died within an hour. An inquest 
was held and a verdict of ‘‘death by 
accidental drowning’”’ was returned. 
Some persons, unable to account for 
the mysterious death otherwise, ex- 
pressed the opinion that he must have 
been stricken by heart failure. 

In addition to these sensational trage- 
dies, the Williams, before mentioned, 
and the Adams and Kavanaugh 
there have been numerous narrow e 
capes and thrilling rescues this sum- 
mer. 

Three other persons, a few days be- 
fore, had a narrow escape from drown- 
ing, but were rescued in the nick of 
time. These accidents and these thrill- 
ing rescues have come to be looked up- 
on by those who frequent the river al- 
most as a matter of course. One who 
spends much time at the Meramec in 
summer ceases to become excited and 
hysterical over such events, but is like- 
ly to feel a perpetual sadness and his 
face to wear the shadow of many trage- 
dies. 

Those most interested in the deve!lop- 
ment of property adjacent to the river 
centend and have contended all along 
that the deaths at the river were large- 
ly due to carelessness and the use of 
the canoe.

Sulphate of iron is dissolved in tanks 
and added to the raw water.

It might take several months, he says, 
to find the right proportions of iron and 
lime to clear lakes.

system clarifies water in about three 
hours after it enters the settling basins. 

The city new uses about 4 tons of 
lime and about 12 tons of iron per day 
in clearing about 75 900,000 gallons of 
water. The lime costs about $4.55 per 
ton, and the iron about $10 per ton. Vari- 
ous other methods of clarifying water 
cost many times as much, and the St. 
Louis system is said to give the best 
results. ; 

At the prices quoted, experts point out 
that the expense of clarifying lakes and 
pends so that their waters would be of 
a dark bottle green and clear instead 
of brown and muddy, would be so light 
that private lakes and small bedies of 
water near towns could be cleared with- 
out burdening the pocketbook. The in- 
come from boating and swimming on 
many such lakes would show a profit 
over the cost of clearing the water. 
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The St. Louls Waterworks experts 
consider the idea worth trying, and they 
suggest that experiments would soon 
show just what chemical action would 
be necessary to carry the impurities and 
mud in solution to the bottom of any 
body of water. 

The only drawback to putting the St. 
Louis system to Work at once on any 
body of water is the fact that each 
drop of water must be thoroughly im- 
pregnated with the clarifying solution. 
This gives rise to a question which the 
St. Louis water officials have not yet 
had occasion to solve. Could the lakes 
or ponds be clarified by spraying? They 
hardly think they could, but they would 
be interested In any such experiments 
which might be tried. 

In order to thoroughly mix the chem- 
ical solution with the raw water, if 
spraying would not work, there would 


— 
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be the added expense of providing an 
engine and clarifying tankese and basins. 
But once constructed, these tanks, ba- 
sins and engines would serve for years. 
So many persons are now interested 
in clarifying lakes and ponds that the 
St. Louls river-water process may soon 
be tested, and if it proves satisfactory 
the present unsightly lakes and canal 
of muddy water may in a few years be- 
come beauty spots. The addition of 
Kravel and sand would then make many 
new unused lakes in the Southwest fine 
swimming places.

“Yer,’’ say the revolutionists, ‘the old- 
style habit, with its beaver hat and long, 
tclumincus skirt, had a certain artistic 
beauty. But the position occupied by 
the rider was unnatural and uncom- 
jortable.

great peril.” 

The woman with the divided skirt who 
rides astride is almost, though not quite, 
in as good position to take care of her- 
self as a man would be when her horse 
misbehaves. Of course, even the di- 
vided skirt does not admit complete 
freedom of movement for the limbs, but 
it is so much better than the old- 
fashioned skirt in that respect that 
there is said to be no comparison be- 
tween the two. 

Then, the natural] position is astride. 
Seated in that way one has 20 chances 
of bringing a frightened horse back un- 
der control to one when seated on a 
side-saddle. These are just a few of 
the vast number of reasons for the new 
form. 

To these arguments the old school ad. 
herents answer that riding astride is 
“coarse, masculine and unwomanly.”’ 
Asked why, they say “because women 
have always ridden on side saddles and 
men have always ridden astride.” 

The person of the rider is more mod- 
estly hidden o the side saddle, they 
add, and that manner of riding pos- 
sesses the indefinable feminine, which 
can not be described as something 
“thus and so,”’ but the presence or ab- 
sence of which can be detected at a 
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The new style divided skirt, to which 
such bitter objection is made, 13 about 
the same length as the ordinary skirt. 
The garment a very large and 
very baggy pair of trousers, not bloom- 
ers, but full length trousers. 

The feminine touch is gained, how- 
ever, through the addition of ruffles and 
tucks. As a rule in St. Louis in the 
summer time, it is worn with a shirt 
waist and a sailor hat. The costume 
is the essence of simplicity from the 
woman’s standpoint. 

Thus attired, milady mounts her steed 
like a man, puts her feet in stirrups like 
a man; pulls on her riding gloves, sticks 
the rowel of her spur into the flank of 
her mount and canters away with an 
ease and grace that would have aston- 
ished, though the sight might have 
shocked, her grandmother. But there 
really is no revelations of the figure, 
nothing immodest, only comfort and 
safety, protest the devotees of this fash- 
ion.

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Frequent Tragedies Among Emigrants at Ellis Island 


MONG the hundreds of thousands 
A of emigrants who land here, said 
an official at Ellis Island—the 
place of disembarkation for steerage 
visitors to the states—is occasionally 
witnessed some little tragedy which 
makes even hardened hearts grow soft. 
A few weeks ago, for instance. the 
Steamship Cassel brought a bride and 
groom from Russia who were separated 
immediately upon landing. The man’s 
name was Leiser Schuchman and the 
girl's Itte Schuchmann: both were very 
young and had been married but a few 
weeks. Schuchmann was in the Russian 
Army, but had deserted to join his wife 
in Germany. ; 

The girl had saved enough money to 
pay the passage, and both set sail for 
the “Land of the Free’ with joyful 
hearts. But on the way over the wife 
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contracted a disease of the eye, which 
made it impossible for her to land, and 
she was dé@ported. The husband re- 
mained behind to make a home, when 
he said he would send for her. When 
first taken from the ship Schuchmann 
cheered loudly because, he said, he felt 
overjoyed at being in a free country. 
But his cheering was soon turned to 
weeping. 

But there are worse tragedies than 
that. Last year a man was waiting 
here to meet his wife, from whom he 
had been parted for nearly two years. 
Tt was only a few weeks ago that h?2 
was able to send her the money for her 
passage, and now he felt that he woul!

Give ug freedom, comfort, health 
and divided skirts, and men whose 
hearts and understanding both are broad 
and wholesome.”’ 

That the feminine riders of St. Louts 
have adopted this creed is evidenced by 
the number of divided skirts one sees 
in the parks and on the fashionable 
boulevards. Of course, the automobile, 
with its whirling wheels and its thrill 
of speed, has cut down the number of 
equestrian devotees, but women in St. 
Louis are still enthusiastic lovers of the 
horse. 

The proposed organization of a hunt 
club in St. Louis is a topic of very wide- 
spread interest in society, and among

He is Judge 
Werremeyer and true to his calling, 
true to his vocation as Cupid’s lHeu- 
tenant, he is a rhymester, not a 
poetaster, but a true poet, say his most 
ardent admirers, supporting their as- 
sertion by quoting the famous Werre- 
meyer couplet: 


“Go choose the one that you love best, 
“And come to Clayton for the rest.”’ 


Justice Werremeyer is an authority on 
elopements.

““See,"’ he added,’ I put down the fees 
paid by each couple. The ones that 
come on trolley cars never pay more 
than $ and one bridegroom offered me 
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a cigar. Sometimes the trolley couples FARS.FERDINAND hi. REGAL 


pay nothing at all. Once I married such 
a couple and the groom asked what my 
fee was. I told him $2 and he said he 
didn’t have but ene dollar and wanted 
to go to the circus with that. I let him 
keep the dollar. 

“But the automobile ceuples—Ah! the 
automobile couples!” and the rhyming 
judge smiled a mellow, beaming smile,

None of the justices remain in town at 
night, however, and so most of the au- 
temobilists go te the Clayten ministers. 

Rev. William B. North, Methodist 
pastor, and Rev. William Malangtry, 
pester of the Presbyterian Church, poth 
said they had married several couples 
who came to their parsonages in autos. 

But Justice Werremeyer officiated at 
the two automobile elopements to Clay- 
ton which were of the greatest interest 
to St. Louis society folk. 

On the evening of March 28 last W. E. 
Schweppe of 3759 West Pine boulevard, 
attired in evening dress, beamed a wel- 
come to guests come to attend a din- 
ner given by him at one of the fashion- 
able clubs. But despite his smiles he 
was annoved. 

His daughter, pretty Virginia 
Schweppe, had promised to attend the 
dinner and assist her father in receiv- 
ing the guests, but at the last minute 
she had telephoned that she couldn't 
possibly be there—‘‘an engagement,’’ she 
said, ‘‘would prevent.’”’ Nevertheless, 
the dinner was served and the table 
talk was bright and snarkling. 

Meanwhile an automobile was speed- 
ing to Clayton. In it were a young man 
and—goodness, what would the dinner 
guests and the fond father have said— 
Miss Schweppe. The young man who 
sat beside ‘er and smiled so affection- 
ately was Stephen R. Mortarity of 5257 
Westminster place. 

At Clayton the young people obtained 
f& marriage license and hunted up 
Judge Werremeyer, who performed the 
marriage ceremony for them, after 
which they sped back to St. Louis.

It is 
thought to be about a century old and 
there is little doubt of its being 
popular roadhouse when st. Louis w@s 
a village, ending at Twelfth street. 

The old building antedated Marke! 
street. When the tavern went up that 
thoroughfare was a country road and 
the hospitable veranda of the tavern 
stood close to the dusty driveway 
where horseback riders and wagoners 
could alight and enter readily. 

When the city grew out of its swe4- 
dling clothes and stretchea to Grand 
avenue, Market street was formed |" 
the very exact shape of a municipa! 
street. Its easy Wanderings gave W°Y 
to straight lines anda the bafiding? °" 
either side were forbidden to tra™*- 
greas beyond the Confines of the aide- 
walk. 

But the old tavern, older than the 
sidewalk, did not recede. It remained.

jutting over the walk and extending 
out to within three feet of the street 
eurhbing. After Market street became the 
crowded thoroughfare it ts now this 
obstruction drew down on itself the ani- 
mosity of the municipal authorities. 

It was condemned by the city govern- 
ment. But the owner, the Kansas City 
Land Co., resisted the condemnation and 
the matter was taken to the courts. 
where it was in litigation for a long 
time. Recently a decision was rendered 
supporting the condemnation and then 
the wreckers began their work of de- 
molishing the front of the bullding 80 
that the structure could be made to 
conform to the sidewalk line. 

It is the intention of the owner to 
build a modern front, but the rear part 
of the ancient buildings, with its quaint 
high walls, will be left intact The 
work going on, however, has revived tn- 
terest in some curious phases of the his-

remember the old tavern when ‘tt gteod 
in the country and when Chouteau’s

The tavern was at all times in its his- 
tory a rendezvous for farmers and 
there is a legend that Gen. Grant, when 
he lived on Gravols road, made it head- 
quarters. But there have been several 
other old institutions of the kind which 
have claimed a similar honor and the 
public takes these stories with a grain 
of salt. 

But there were many convivial spirits 
who did frequent its jovial “pub,” 
laughing and making merry in mellow 
fashion while the city grew big and 
lusty and finally enveloped the tavern 
and the country far beyond it,

The question has been asked often—and an- 
Swered variously. The variety of the an- 
@wers made an inquiring world begin to th'fik the 
question was unanswerable. But now, out of the si- 
lence it is answered once again. this time literally, 
definitely, confidently, dogmatically. 

A minister at the national capital proclaims bis 
discovery of hell. He points triumphantly to it, qis- 
Played in all its vast expanse of undying flames. 
so radiant as to illuminate the face of the earth. 
SO vast in extent as to hold all the sinners who 
have departed from earth through a lion years. 
“If hell were any part of the earth”or situated in 
it, the Biblical promise that the curse placed upon 
the ground at the time of the expulsion of Adam 
from Eden could not be carried out except by the 
creation of a new hell or the removal of the old 
one to a new location.”’

Mr. Copp laid down these propositions to a small 
congregation in Sethany Chapel, a mission in the 
“red light’’ district of Washington, a short time ago, 
and thereby acquired a noteriety from which he 
does not shrink, because he believes he has come 
nearer answering the ungodly scoffer’s§ inquiry, 
*“W here hell?’ than any other man claiming to 
be an orthodox Christian. 

Bethany Chapel is a part of the 
nue Presbyterian Church's establishment in Wash- 
ington. Associate Justice Harlan .of the Supreme 
Court of the United States is one of the church’s 
members. In addition to being an assistant pastor, 
Mr. Copp is a probation officer of the Juvenile 
Court. His days therefore are devoted to ministra- 
ticns to the social outcasts and the incorrigible chil- 
dren. 

“Il was brought up in the orthodox way," said 
Mr. Copp, “but in the days of my young manhood 
I read Ingersoll, Paine and Voltaire, and for a time 
was inclined to an acceptance of their principles, 
or whatever you desire to call them. But I was 
saved from that by a desire to know the truth, 
which led me to a reading of the Bible and a con- 
sultation of its own words for the explanation of 
its mysteries. It is its own best authority and ex- 
pounder. 

“The question ‘Where hell?” has always been 
one demanding an answer. I thought abéut the 
matter and prayed about it, too, but one day while 
riding along a country road in California, it. came 
to me, not as a revelation, because I do not claim 
to have ever been made the rillcient of such atten- 
tion, but, as you writers would say, as an tnspira- 
tion, that the,sun must be the place of punishment. 

“The earth is composed of combustible materials, 
materials that would burn out in a comparatively 
short time were there such a fire in it as burns in 
hell. The idea that the place of punishment is in 
the interior of the earth probably arises from the 
use of the adverb ‘down’ and the verb ‘descended. 
In the Apostles’ Creed it is said ‘He descended into 
hell.” In another place the rebel angels are repre- 
sented as being flung from the ramparts of heaven 
and falling an immeasurable distance to the earth. 
“But the descent into hell was made after the 
resurrection. We do not know whence the descent 
was made into hell. There is nothing to indicate 
it was from a place on earth or in the heavens. If 
that the creed-makers knew whether the descent 
from on high, the fact that the word ‘descended’ 
was used indicates merely that hel] is below heaven, 
but does not give an idea of Where the place of 
punishment is.

All the scientists the world has ever known 
have not been able to offer a reasonable explanation 
of the solar phenomena of giving light and heat 
without the slightest diminution in the bulk of the 
sun. The great so-called god of day has veen

N the fali of 1904 Southern California Was in the 
| throes of the worst drought it had experienced in 
40 years. The merchants of Los Angeles larned 
of one Charles Mallory Hatfield, a young farmer, a 
meteorologist by choice and a rainmaker by profes- 
sion. An agreement was entered into between the 
merchants and Hatfield by virtue of which he was to 
receive $1000 if he could induce Dame Nature to de- 
liver 18 inches of rain during tne period beginning 
Dec. 15, 1904, and ending May 1, 190. 

When May 1 arrived the gauge showed that 18% 
inches of rain had fallen in and around “Los Angeles. 
No one knows what process fiatfield employed, nor, 
indeed, does anyone Know that his operations were 
responsible for the rain that followed, but it is a mat- 
ter of record that never before had such heavy rains 
been known, and for it the rainmaker collected 
$1000 from the city.

No rain had fallen in Sep- 
tember, October and the first haif of November, 
190, and hence the large reservoirs owned by the 
company and situated in the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains at an elevation of 00 feet above the level of 
the sea were fast becoming dry.

His next agreement was with

tions on Dec. 24, 1905, and continued until March 31, 
1906, in which time 11% inches of rain fell. The nor- 
mal rainfall for this period of, time, according to 
the records for the preceding 40 years, \vas about 
four inches. . 

Following this demonstration the rainmaker was 
engaged by the placer miners in the Yukon, to at- 
tract enough rain to increase the flow of water in 
the streams in order to give the miners that sluice 
the grave) deposits sufficient water for their needs. 
This undertaking was a gigantic one, for the terri- 
tory vast area. The results that fol- 
lowed Dominion Creek, one of the main gold- 
producing streams the Kuv.... showed an in- 
crease in the water supply of 30O per cent over 
vrevious years. This gave enough water for placer 
needs at Gold Run, Hunker and other creeks, which 
were augmented from 100 to 300 per. cent. Hatfield 
began his demonstration on June HM, 1906, and con- 
tinued until July 25, 1906, and out of the 44 days (that 
his system was in operation rain fell on 36 days. 

His last contract was with the stockmen of Merced 
and San Joaquin counties, Cal., where he was to in- 
crease the rainfall for the benefit of crops and stock. 
He began his demonstration on Nov. 16, 1906, and 
continued until Feb. 25, 1907, in .which time 152-3 
inches of rain fell. The normal annual rainfaii dur- 
ing the last 40 years was but five inches. 

These remarkable results may.or May not have 
been due to Hatfield's operations, but whether they 
be or not, the fact remains that wherever he has 
set up his apparatus there has been an extraorul- 
nary precipitation of rain. 

“IT am anxious to demonstrate the system [I em- 
ploy,’ said Hatfleld, “and to do a work of lasting 
benefit to my country and more particularly to tnose 
and arid places throughout the Southwestern 
| stand ready at any time to produce rain for 
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the Government, State or nation, and I hold myself 
in readiness to prove to the Federal officials the 
truth of my statements and the value of my system.” 

Asked by what means he accomplished the results 
cited above, he said: “By powerful electrical ap- 
paratus in combination with patent chemical! 
changes, my system produces rainfall Over wide 
areas; it is simply an artificia]) application of na- 
ture’s method which brings about the necessary con- 
dition for rain precipitation.”’ 

Sir Oliver Lodge has succeeded in precipitating fog 
by charging the air with electricity, and it is only 
a step further to precipitate the moisture of Passing 
clouds. The arrangement Sir Oliver employs is not 
unlike a wireless telegraph station, for a wire is 
raised high in the air by means of a mast, kite or 
balloon, and then charged with electricity, which, 
acting on the suspended particles of water in the 
air, causes them coalesce, forming large. drops 
which are drawn the earth by the attraction 
of gravitation. 

There seems to be satisfactory evidence that the 
Aztecs, whose social and religious organization was 
a pecullar mixture of the lowest barbarism and 
the highest civilization, practiced the art of making 
rain. [In Northern “India the Yogi have long made 
use of a novel method of causing rain to fall, -whicn, 
efficient or not, is in favor even at the 
present diy. From a horizontal pole attached at 
the top to two posts ten or twelve feet high, one of 
fakirs suspended, being tied by the ankles 

he hangs head downward, clearing the 
by a foot or two.

This ingenious device Was thoroughly 
tested by the Department of Agriculture On an arid 
ranch near Midland. Tex.. where no rain had fallen 
for more than three years 

It was asserted by some persons that rain fell 
that night. but others who were presen! real. awed 
that the region was just as hot and the water just 
as scarce after the demonatration as before ft 

Since these extraordinary experiments Prof. Alez- 
ander Macfarlane has shown that rainmaking by 
concussion is an impossibility, for, among other 
reasons, in order to produce rainfall the air must 
be cooled to below dew-point, Instead of raised by 
means of heat-producing explosives.

OUR and a half years ago I was 
- apprenticed to a shipping com- 
pany in England and it was while 
I was homeward bound from the west 
coast of South America that the fol- 
lowing extraordinary event occurred:

The sail was almost fast, when an un- 
usually strong gust of wind blew the 
sail out of my hands, and the man be- 
ing taken by surprise, was jerked over 
the yard into the sea. On seeing him 
fall I shouted: ‘Man overboard,” and 
all hands hurried on deck, but after 
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every effort being made to find him, 
to my great surprise, on the men being 
mustered it was found that there was 
no one missing. The man whom I 
thought I saw fall had not been aloft 
at all, it being hig trick at the wheel. 

This happened on the night of Nov. 
15, 1906, our position being as near as I 
can remember about forty-three miles 
northeast of the Falkland Islands, and 
the time being exactly 1:30 a. m. 

One month after this, at the same 
time and exactly under the same con- 
ditions, the poor fellow that I thought 
we had lost before fell from the main 
upper topsail yard arm Into the sea and 
was never seen again, although every 
effort was made to rescue him.
